The e\l int monuments chicni) consist of Icmnlcs which 
have been sacied to the (UfTcicnl sects of loUsious woislup- 
pers duiing \arious peiiods in historj. A feu t«ivcs of 
Buddhistic oiigm and a monohlh Biahnnnical shimt iic 
also to be found, and laslb, Ihcie are a few tombs and 
mosques indicatue of the Muslim occupation of the coun- 
Irj Mam of the temples contain can mgs of considci- 
able nieiit and some have bas lehcfs noitiaying numcious 
incidents lu the life of Rama, Kiislina a»»d othci hciocs of 
Indian mj'tholog\ These deserve to be studied along with 
othei monuments of the coiiesnondmg neuod that have 
been discovered m diffeicnt puts of the conntij Thej 
provide additional materials for the stud> of Indian mytho- 
logy, aichitectuie and iconography in gencial, and in par- 
ticulai special materials foi the study of Jam and Hindu 
monuments and mythology of the latei mediaeval ages 

The caihest in point of date of construction among 
the aichaeological lemains m the State aie the Budliistic 
caves at Dhamnar and PoHdongai m the Gaioth pati/ana 
They have been assigned to the 7th and 8th centimes A D 
Special interest attaches to these caves, as, along with 
others found within a ladiiis of 20 miles, they formed the 
“the last lefuge of the Buddhist community in Cential 
India ’ The monolithic Bialunanical temple of Dharma- 
iiatln at Dhamnar was excavated shoiUy aftei the caves 
had been cut m the lock 

Next in Older of chionology, and the most uumeroiia 
of their class among the aichaeological lemams of the 
State, are the Jain and Hindu temples of the latei mediae- 
val ages Tliese may be broadly classified in two groups — 
(a) Hindu and Jam temples, having tlieii oi igin 
in the eleventh to the fonrteenUi centuries, construct- 
ed duimg the peiiod of the Fiauiaia ascendency m 
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Malwa (b) Temples v.hose oiigm is assigned to a 
later date, anjn^here between the fifteenth and the 
seventeenth ccntur> and whose architecture betrays a 
certain amount of Islamic influence 

Tlie most outstanding ropiescntation of the first group is 
the group of tennplcs at Uii which vie in imnortance with 
the more famous monwments at Khajiiraho (also in C 1 ) 
O'lifr temples of this period, which have been precisely 
dated from cMtlence based on epigiapliic records, are the 
Vishnu shrines at KiiKdesliwar (Manasa va-rgana), the 
temple at Modi, where an inscrintion of the Pramara 
so\ereign Jasai armadesa was disco%ered, the famous 
temple of Siddhanatha at Nemawai, which ranks high 
amongst the ancient monuments of India, and a fesv 
othcis Of the second giouo of temples jefened to above 
the Jam temple at Banedja (m Depalpur) maj be taken 
as a chaiactenslic representative Built during the period 
of the Khil)i Sultans of Mahva, the lemnle lacks ornamen- 
tal decorations m the extcnoi which ma> be ascribed to a 
desire on the part of the builders to avoid offending the 
susceptibilities of the austere votanes of the ruling race 
Surrounded on all sides bj a high battlemented wall with 
a huge dome on tlie top, it gives one at first sight the im- 
pression of being a Mahomedan tomb Hindu and Jam 
structures indicative of Mahomedan influence are also to 
be found at Kohila (Bhnnpura pargana) where small 
domes, like the ones that are to be seen on the remains of 
the Mahomedan buildings at Mandu, are found on the top 
of Jain temples Another evamnle of this class of temples 
which can be precisely dated is the Jam temple at Kothadi 
(fourteenth centurj) which is also devoid of external de- 
corations 


In spite of the fact that the Mahomedans ruled over 
this part of the country for a fairb long time, direct traces 
of their occupation on architectural remains extant m the 
State are not many An idgafc built on the platform of 
a Hindu temple at Kethiili (Bhanpura pargana), another 
idgah evidentlj pertaining to the Khilji period of rule in 
Jlalwa and a masjtd at Sandiiara (also ir Bhanpura 
pargana ) , a cunous tomb-like masjtd and a plam fort of 
the Mughal period at Satv/as (Kataphod pargana), and 
the tomb of an unkno; n Muslim faf n at Tliarod (Manasa 
parpara), besides some mo-aues and tdgahs of the Slughal 
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times in the Nimar district, are the nolenoiUiy Muslim 
structures now extant m the Stntc. 

Tlie iconogmphic contents of these temoles in the 
Holkar State constitute a commchensive Kioup of the gods 
and goddesses of tlie Hindu pantheon Mho ha\e, at one time 
or another, been the objects of popular veneration and 
most of whom are still mered and worshipped by various 
sects of people Such a galaxj of deities, male and 
female, if collected together, would lend grace to anj 
museum of archaoologi Far to the noilh of the State 
m the pnif;n«a of Qaioth. in a locky aave at Dhamnai we 
hnd a well-known lepiesenlatiou of the death of Buddha, 
or the attainment of nu ratal An nnfimshed colossus of 
a Jain Tirlhankaia hing m the cait liack between Bha' - 
pura and Navah, has been the leeinient of the fond appel- 
lation of the Sofninsm (tlie child l>otT> in thn seventh month 
of pregnnncj) from his unsophisticated iiiral admireis 
And in many a secluded comei of the State, oiesiding ovei 
many a temnle, are to be found nniinds of deities, eseicis- 
ing their influence ovei minds of men on the basis of the 
ancient scriptures oi fiom simple popuiai beh^ A deitj 
who IS installed in a numbAr of shinies elected m her 
honour is the consoit of Shiva celebinted imdei various 
names eg, Devi at Antri, Jlahishamardiri oi the slajei of 
the buffalo demon at Ban Delchi, Jhaida, Makla, etc Ho: 
august lord Shiva m diveise forms and names attended b> 
lierself oi single, poitiaved in different moods, too numei- 
ous to be mentioned, leigns through the \arious temples 
over the hearts of a large section of the neonle, throughout 
the length and breadth of the State Anothoi gieat deitv 
’ and an equallj important membei of the Hmdu Tiinitv is 
Vishnu found installed jp nianv a temnle of the State, m 
numerous forms and under vni.ous names His various 
avataras or manifestations are also objects of common ve- 
neration One of the finest images of Vishnu discoveied 
in India has been found at Kohala in the Bhannura p«j «/«n« 
A beautiful soecimen of the Vcim-Vaiaho manifestation 
of Uie aeitj has also been found in the same nlace v/hile 
anothei e-vquisiteU carved image of Vaz-nlia was found last 
V ear among the rums of Bunjai bv the Cui ntoi of the State 
Museum images of various othei Hindu Gods and 
Goddesses, such as Ganesha, Sansvati, 'Mniuti (the monkej 
god), the seven Divme Motheis, Brahma, Kiibei'i and 
manv othei-s are also installed in a nnmb^i of tf^mples 
Likewise, Jam images of woiship, m-^lo and fem'^le, such

asAdinatln, the fii*stTjithankaia, Par^hvanatha and many 
othei*s ha\c been found in various Icmnlcs all over the 
State 

The ancient monuments m the State have since Ion? 
claimed the attention of the authorities and considerable 
ctTort and exnense have been incuncd in mamlamincf them 
in pioper state of repair The revered Mahaiani Ahil>a 
Bai directed her attention particularly to the leoair of the 
old temples, and also had a fairly large numbei of these 
constiucted, not onlj vvithi" the toiTitones of the State 
but also outside Dut ing comnartively recent times new 
temples have been erected out of the nuns of the oldei 
ones, winch fonneily stood on these sites Man> of the 
temples extant aie installed with images which aie iin- 
(liiestionablj of mucli eaihci onmn than the modem tem- 
ples themselves and ■which once presided over temples that 
have now been effaced 

Coming to moie leeont times, fai back as 1877 
orders were issued •»t the instance of Mr Care>, the then 
State engineer, foi the maintenance and nreseivation of 
ancient monuments m the State Subseniientlj these 
orders were embodied m the State P\V D Code Vaiious 
officials attached to the Aichacological Department of the 
Government of India have been invited bv the State 
authorities from 1906 omvai ds to v isit almo'st all important 
places of archaeological interest in Uie State The leuorts 
of these officers based o»’ close and neisonal investigation 
have thrown a flood of light on manj of these ancient 
monuments Recently the State has organised a museum 
at Indore winch has an aicUaeoIogical section attaclied to 
jt A curator has been appomUd who is engaged in 
caii-jing on researches m this direction 

In this volume an attemnt has been made to embody 
the results of »abours of the aiclneological ofhci ils of the 
Government of India, in a cfinnccted form The accounts 
of these ancient monuments to^thci with llu largo nuinbtj 
of photographs will, it is hoped lie of use to those who aic 
inlcrtsled m a studj of the architectural strucUiics of th 
past. 


In conclusion, 1 have to acKnowledge mj inilclitcdncss 
to lilt ofTici ils of the ircliaeologic il dfoartnicnt of the 
fiovemm^nt of Indi t v ho, as I have s iid, 1 i\t, b> me in c!

Anyri (Manasa Pergana) — ^The small village of 
Antn IS noted for an ancient temple of Devi which, is 
venerated by the Kajputs throughout Main a and Mewar 
It IS huilt on a high broad platfonn which can be reached 
by means of a broad flight of steps The oresent temple 
appears to have been constructed during the last century 
from the materials collected from the ruins of an older 
shnne The top of the dome of the mandapa is ribbed, 
which indicates that it must have been built during the 
Mahomedan period when such domes were in. vogue in 
Gujarat and Malwa At each corner of the skikhara is 
an ornamentation of a miniature spire two more being 
visible on each, face one above the other The amalakas 
of the big as well as the miniature snireg are old, but the 
rest of the masonry of the shtkhard is modem The image 
of the Goddess inside the temple aooears to be fairly old, 
but it is so thickly coated with vermilion that very little 
of the original carving is visible 
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BHANPURA 

Bhanpura (Bhanpura pargana) — Bhanpura was the 
stronghold of the Chandravat Kajputs pnoi to its occupa- 
tion by the Marathas and their oalace has been converted 
into the Tahsil Office Bhanpura itself docs not contain 
ancient temples but the villages surrounding it had many 
ancient shrines the images and fragments of which he 
scattered all round In Btiannura itself, not far from 
the Chandravat palace, theie is a fine mediaeval image of 
Kubem It is heavily coated with vermilion, but m soite 
of it the squat heavy figure with a vase m his left hand 
and a money bag in his right, is easily discemible. 

Just outside the town theie is a stepped well called 
“Nandia-Ki-Baodi ” In each of the three walls in the 
mtenoi of this well theie is a niche, which contains a most 
exquisitelj caned image of some god of Hindu trinity. 
These three niches are, by their situation, beyond the ordi- 
nary reach of man, hence one cannot approach them and 
have a careful observation of the images so long as they 
are there Besides these, some very fine, but partially 
mutilated, sculptures of the medieval period, representing 
Hindu and Jain mythology — evidently belonging to some 
ancient shnne — have been built, into tlie exterior of the 
w alls of a small Shaiva shnne adjoining this stepped well. 
In the vicimty of the town of Bhanpura we find several 
ancient images lying uncarod ^ Of them a few worth 
preserving have been tiarsfeired by the Curator Mr R 
G Ojha, M A , to the Indore Museum An image repre- 
senting Shiva Parvati, a standing figure of Vishnu, and 
some fragmentary ones of goddesses describing the various 
styles of hair dressing m medieval Malvva, deserve specml 
mention 
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Baridelchi (i^Ialiidpur Pargana) : — This village lies 
half-way between Mahidpur To^v^l and Mahidpur Road 
Railway Station. Out of the several temples in the village, 
the one known as the tcmnls of Dc\i Ilinglaj, is the only 
ancient one. The ihikhara and the {jarWuifjnfia are 
modern, but the porch in front is support^ by four ■svell* 
(.ir\cd pill.irs of the mediaeval period. The image inside 
the temple is also old and is a verj’ good rcorcscntation of 
the slaughter of the buffalo demon by Durga (ilahisha- 
mawlim).

Bijaw-vda (Katapliod Pcrgana) — ^The village of Bi- 
jawada stands on the Indoie-Nemawar Road. 49 miles east 
of Indore and 33 miles west of Nemawar The Bandarpe- 
Vhana hiU which to llio Tjorth of the village and on 
vhe north of the Indorc*NemawAi road contains tire imns 
of a \ery large Jam temple, probably erected, dunng the 
loth or 11th century A B The rums consist of architec- 
tural fiagments, dressed and undressed slabs of stone and 
three laige Digambara images The biggest of these is a 
colossus measiumg 8'3" in height and 2'10 ' long at the 
base On tlie nedestal of this image theie aie t«o deer 
couchant facing each othei , show mg that it is an image of 
Shantinatha There is also an inscription on the pedes- 
tal r/liich is V S 1234, the 6tli day of tlie daik half of 
PhaJsunu, coiiespondmg to 1177-78 A D 

At the foot of the Kill, and on tlie bank of the iivei 
Detom, stands the modem temple of Vijeshvara which is 
entirely built of the stones obtained from the rums of tlio 
Jam temple Standing and seated Jina images of the Digam- 
bara sect ha\e been built into the nails of this temple 
Large portions of the ihtUtata of the Jam temple beaiing 
c?nif 2 /«-windoM pattern canings found m the shdhcya of 
the new temple indicate that an intelligent effort has been 
made to reconstruct llie old shikhma o\cr this new temple 
The uppci part of the ihikharti is built of new stones as 
probabU carved stones wcic no longer available 
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BUNJAR. 

BUNJAR (Bhanpura Pareana) . — Bunjar is foui miles 
from Kohala and is reached by a very bad cart track It 
■^vas once a fairly populated village with about a thousand 
souls; but through the vicissitudes of time it has been 
totally ruined and the locality lias now turned into a dense 
lungle On a visit to the wilds one finds innumerable 
stones and fragments of buildings scattered all o\er the 
area Last jear Mr R. G Ojha, Curator of the State 
Museum, paid a short visit to the rums and picked up two

Mata in front of which a numbei of fragments of an old 
image of Bhairava and several architectural pieces, such as 
jambs etc , bearing good carving, are lying 
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CHAINPURA. 

Chainpura (Bhanpura pargana) ; — Far away from 
the village of Chainpura which is situated at the foot of 
the Bhanpura plateau, and dose to the cart track from 
Blianpura to Navali, lies a colossal figure of a Digambara 
Jain Tirthankara, 13’3” in length and 3’8” in breadth. The 
figure appears to be unfinished as the chisel strokes are 
still visible and were never smoothed out properly. TJie 
local people call it the "Satmasia" or a baby bom in the 
seventh month of pregnancy. Three lines of an inscrip- 
tion dated the V. S. 1710 {1653 A.D.) and containing the 
name of the artisan are engraved on the left half of the 
chest. It is impossible to identifi' it in the absence of 
any lanchhana of its pedestal. 
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BUNJAR 

BUNJAR (Bhanpura Pargana) — Bunjar is four miles

Chatnpura (Bhanpuia paigana) — Far away fiom 
the village of ChainTiui'a which is situated at the foot of 
the Bhanpura plateau, and close to the cart track from 
Blianpura to Navah, hes a colossal figure of a Digambara 
Jam Tirthankara, 13’3” in length and 3’8” in breadth. The 
figure appears to be unfinished as Uie chisel strokes are 
still visible and were ne\er smoothed out properly The 
local people call it tlie “Satmasia” oi a baby bom in the 
seventh month of pregnancy Three lines of an inscrip- 
tion dated the V S 1710 (1653 AD) and containing the 
name of the artisan are engraved on the left lialf of the 
chest It IS imnoasible to identify it in the absence of 
any lanchhano. of its pedestal 
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CHANDWASA 

Chandwasa (Gnroth Pargana) — CInndwasa lies at 
a distance of 13 miles fiom Shamgaih station on the 
Nagda-Muttra section of the B B & C I Ry (broad 
gauge), ^Mth which it is connected by a metalled road 
There is not much of ardiaeological mteiest m the village 
itself, blit one thing deserving special mention, is a most 
elaborately sculptured door\va> in the village Thele^^as 
an old temnle heie at one time of the very best style of 
medieval work vliich appears to Iiave been destiojed by 
the M'lhomed'ins Fiagments of the temnle ineludi g the 
doorway have been built into what inueais to be an old 
•imall p^tcl^^\o^k mosque and i temple beside it, the <looi 
forming an entiance into the Jatlei These nlnces aic 
deserted and unused, as there is no uorshio nor anj'thing 
to worship in the temple which is fast silting no with earth

DHAMNAU. 

Dhamnar: — The small village of Dhamnar, situated at 
24®13' N and 75°34’ E , lies in the Garoth Pargana of the 
Rampura-Bhanpura district, and is readied from the sta- 
tion of Shamgarli on the B B iL C I Railway (Nagda- 
Muttra Section) from which place it is thirteen miles dis- 
tant, due west, a j)ucca road linking it up with the railway. 
Special interest attaches to this place on account of numer- 
ous old Buddhist and Brahmanical excavations which exist 
there The road from Shamgarli actually tenninates at 
Chandwasa, within tw'o miles of the caves which are ex- 
cavated into a low hill of coarse latente of a \ery friable 
description 


The hill IS between two and three miles in circum- 
ference and to the north is a bluff, of gradual ascent, about 
140 feet in height, the summit presenting a perpendtculai 
scarp about 30 feet high The top is flat and on the south 
it IS horseshoe-shaped, its horns turned to the south, and 
has the bold natural rampart running lound its ciest pierc- 
ed throughout with caves 


The late Colonel James Tod, * * * § who fiist visited these 
caves in 1821 and gave to the world the first descnption of 
them, counted small subsidiary caves as separate exca\a 
tions and thereby was evidently mistaken in numbenne 
them as 170 i The late Dr James Fergusson J estimated 
the numbers at between 60 and 70, the great majoiily of 
them being insignificant Later on they were visited by 
the late General Sir Alexander Cunningham § and othei 
archaeologists There are in aJJ 14 important caves of 
which the Bhim's Bazar and the Badi Kacheri are finest

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Colonel Totl was regaled here with stones of the 
Pandavas, of Bhima and the rest by the villagers, but 
rejecting these he himself accepted similar myths doled 
out to him hy his Jam Guru, Yati Jnanachandra, who 
attnbuted Jam ongm to the mam group of caves and 
readilj allotted names of Jam Pontiffs to each of the 
colossal images, unhesitatmgh assigning purpose to each 
of the ca\es His leadj assurance and garruhtj were 
onU equalled b\ Tod’s cieduht> Feigussoii and Cunning- 
ham, knowing bettei, ha\e ascribed to them their proper 
ongm 

The group of excaMtitons called the small Bazar or 
child s cave, which measures 115' b> 80', discloses the Bud- 
dhist ongm of the ta\ es, therefore, it w ould be better that 
a short description of it should precede further remarks. 
Here the central object is an open air degoba, mounted 
upon a square basement, occupjing the middle of a small 
rectangular open courtiard In front of this, on the north- 
ern side, we ha\e a shnne m whidi a colossal Buddha is 
seated on a throne lu the teaching attitude The images, 
more or less mutilated, lender it difficult to know what par- 
ticular attitude they were in Tins principal shnne of 
the group, is surrounded b> a pradakshiyia pkth out of the 
walls of which are carved nine great images of Buddha m 
relief Going round the pradakshina passage mth our 
right hand towards the shrine, we find three standing 
linages on the west wall, the first of which appears to be m 
ashinada or benedictive attitu - The back wall has five 
images, three seated (first two in witness and the last in 
meditative attitude) and two standing The east wall 
bears the well knowTi repiesentation of Buddha’s altam- 
ment of Ninana A colossal Buddha in the benedictive 
altitude also stands on either side of the door of the shrine 

Another inteiesting group is called Bhima’s Bazar, the 
largest cave m the series, whereai we find the unusual 
combination of a chaitga and a the terms are taken

Badi Kacheii, ot the big couit hou^e, consists of a 
ihaiti/a hall tv\ent> feet square and contains a stupa It 
as a pilhied portico, enclosed bv n stone railing cut to 
imitate a wooden structuie 

A neeuhant 3 of the Dhamnai caves is the number of 
ffagolms that arc found here nlaced in chaityas and riharns 
standing out m the door as main objects of worshin, out in 
the open air as free-standing objects and in relief upon 
the walls as decorative contents of niches Compared, 
with their diameter tliev are ver> tall, a fact which pro- 
claims a late dale for the caves The age of ^tnpas or 
dayobas is fairlv tletermipcd bv their shapes The earli- 
est form w-as hemisnhcncal or neai it, set fist on the 
ground, later on a low drum or cvhndncal nortion was 
added below to give height to tin* dome and also to form, 
as at Sanchi, an elevated nrocessiopnl oath nroiu’d it Com- 
pared with the diameter, the dn m gradiialh grew in 
height until llie whole object became a tall cylinder, witli 
a small dome, which, origimlK a hcmi''nherc, became bul

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bous and flattened In later times, we find a common nrac- 
ticc to combine an image of Buddha, or even a devt with 
it, by placing the latter in a niche carved out of the front 
of the cylinder As time 'oassed on, mouldings were 
added round the drum, which became more elaborate, and 
square pedestals were placed beneath the cylinder 

The ribbing introduced here into the vaults of the 
chaHycs shows a ver^ late develonment Instead of be- 
ing free-standing out fiom tlie vault, as m the earlier caves, 
which were faithful conies of the earlier wood construct- 
ed c7 mtyas, the ribs are formed by scooping out channels 
round the vault out of the vault roof itself, so that imi 
tation libs are formed verv clumsily by the narrow ridges 
between the channels 

All the caves anpear to liave had a coating of phster, 
that of mud within the caves and lime without From 
n close examination of these caves, it would nnnear that 
plastei ivas more used m those early times than ;ias teen 
^■upposed and this was probablj embellished with a gaudy 
colouring as is to be seen unun m'lny a modern shrine, but 
the weathering of years has denuded most of the caves and 
buitding« of these additions Cousers believes that, of 
the caves those, whose walls were rough in any degree 
were plastered and perhaps painted * Thus it may be 
reasonable to suppose that the cells occupied by the monks, 
now so dark and gloomj and having spongy rock, were 
necessarily lightened and brightened by plaster and white- 
W’ash as illumination is very easily obtained by simole re- 
flection from wlute surfaces 

To the north of these caves is the most interesting 
object at Dliamnar, the lOck hewn Brahmanical temple of 
Bhirmanatha which stands in the middle of a pit, measur- 
ing 170 long 66 wide and about SO’ deetj, access to wlncli 
is obtained through a deep narrow rocK-cut passage lead- 
ing in from the hill side round to the cast of the caves This 
monolithic temple somewhat resembles in general style, 
though on \eri small and poox lines the famous Kailasa 
temple at Elura in haiing a pit Unlike Kaihsa, which 
is in the southern or Draaidian stjle, Dharnnmtlia is in

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the northern or Aryan, the mam temnle consisting of a 
porch, TTxandapa and garbhagnfia surmounted by a shvkhara 
and seven small shnnes around it acting as its satellites, 
five around the mam shnne and one each m the north east 
and south-east comers of the courtyard There is a stair- 
case cut m the north-west angle of the excavation, bj which 
we have an ascent to the summit of the rocK on a level 
with which IS the pinnacle of the temole 

The mam temple faces the east and the entrance to 
the courtvard The architecture nartahes of the 
heavj character as that of Kailasa, although the spongy 
nature of the rock here forbade an> attempt at fine work 
This- deficiency was, however, supplied by the super- 
imposed plaster The half chailya arch ornament, seen on 
either side of the little central sktUtara over the porch is a 
peculiantj in the decoration of the roof of the mandapa 
which IS noticeable m other temnles of the same age, parti- 
cularly in the old temnle of the sun at Sutranada on the 
south coast of Kathiawad The temnle was ongmally de- 
dicated to Vishnu, as against the back wall of the shnne 
stands an image of Vishnu holding m its hand Gada, Mala, 
Shankha and Chakra The dedicatory block over the door- 
way to the shnne contains a renresentation of Vishnu and 
Lakshmi seated No ktriimukha faces, usually seen on 
doorways of Shaiva temples, arc found upon the threshold 
Gangs and Yamuna on their respective vehicles, Makara 
and tortoise, stand respectively on the south and north 
sides of the doorway Lakslimi and Narayana are prob- 
ably represented by a couple of figures seated i" a small 
panel over the entrance of the porch We have no place 
or pavilion for the Nandi which would have been provided, 
as at Kailasa, if the temple had been originally dedicated 
to Sfr/9^ 

The temple is comparatively plain m the interior, the 
pillars being simple and substantial and the ceilings bear- 
ing some decorations Two back doors at the south w est 
and north wej.t corners of the mandapa, very unusual m 
a structural temple but following literally the plan of 
Kanlasa, lead into the surrounding courtyard, the only dif- 
ference between the tivo being that the doors of Kailasa 
open out into the elevated and isolated terrace surround- 
ing the mam shnne and containing five satellite shnnes 
At Dhamnar the front door, opening directly on the court- 
y ard and hav mg the satellite slirtnes, render these Iw o back 
doors superfluous and thev are no more required than m 
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the medieval ‘panchayairma or other temples * which have 
not, £ot them Just as at KaxUn&a, two comer shnnes at 
the back are square, wlule the others are oblonu At Katlasa 
the side doois of the mavdava lead into blind poiches le, 
there is no exit fiom them since they stand high above the 
courtr>ard, while a strong grating set in a projection in 
either side, where a norch might have been, carries out the 
same idea at Dliarmanatha From these points of resem- 
blance, Henrj Cousens belieies that Kaxlasa was the model 
upon which Dharmanatha temple was planned , t so the 
latter must be later than Katlasa which was probablj ex- 
cavated about the middle or last ouarter of the eighth cen- 
tury § Thus it would not be wrong to nut the excavation 
of Dharmanatha at about A D 800 In. this connection, 
says Cousens, "The Dhamnar temple cannot be much later 
and was. nerhaps, excavated by some local chief who had 
returned fresh from gazing upon the then new wonder of 
’he no^ld -the vreat Kailasa at Elura"t 

In the sanctum of the mam shnne, we have a Chatur- 
Lhuja image of Vishnu, standing, with the usual imple- 
ments, which shows that the temole was originally dedicat- 
ed to Vishnu but a hnjjaw has been added in front of the 
statue 


Under the bridge at the entrance to the mt. on either 
side, are recesses in the rock containing images, Bhairava 
being on the south side and Kali placing her foot unon a 
prostrate form on the north The two small shnnes on 
thft s.wi v.ortb. cf 9.re- 

empty The next in order, going round the temnle with 
the right hand to it, contains a slab beaiing a lepreser- 
tntioii of Shiva dancing the Tandava with Nandi below

and Kaitnbha, who m turn were destrojed b> Vishnu At 
the end of the sepent couch sits Lnkshmi upon a low stool 
The shrine m tne nortli west comer is empt> Tlie middle 
shnne on the north side contains a slab reorcsf*'itiri the 
ten fliataras of Vishnu m nine compartmonLs, the first on 
the left containing two tnaiaras, the fish and the tortoise 
A full length figure of Vt«hnu, a counlemart of the one 
in the main shnne, in the cu'hth comnartment takes place 
of one of the ciaturiM The statues in tlie small shrines 
are executed in a light drab c!o«e texture stone and shew 
the most finished stslo of workmanship, though much mu- 
tilated now The principal subsidiary shnne, immediate- 
ly behind the mam temnle, contains a Vnishnavn image 
which helps to pro\c the Vaishnava origin of tho mam 
shnne These images are not worshinned at present and 
probably ha\e not been since thc> a^cre mutilated, possibli 
b> the Slahomedans, who, in their first inroads into Cen- 
tral India desecrated the entire temnle, disuersed its Vaish- 
na\a \otanes and left it desolate It .appears that after 
some time of disquietude, the temnle was taken Twssession 
of by Shaiva priests, who set uo the present imago therein 
“If this be so,” sa>s Henr> Cousens, * then the name 'Dham- 
nar*, now applied to the caves, could not have been m use 
before that time, seeing that it is hut a corruption of the 
ShaiMte epithet Dharamnatha, the name of the hnga 
set UD in the temple “ * 

The age of the Buddhist excavations is generally be- 
lieved to be 7th or 8th centur> of the Chnstian Era Cun 
nmgham takes them to be hardly earlier than the 8th cen-

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turj , t while Fer£USSon determines the date to be bet- 
ween 600 and 700 A D § Cousens is inclined to put 
them at a date earlier than the temple, for the long passage 
to tlie latter would have taken the much shorter way out 
to the face of the hill on the south, had the caves not been 
there to urevent it The later Buddhist and Brahmcnical 
caves at Elura are too nearh of one age to think that one 
colony died out or deserted their cases before the others 
began to cut theirs, therefore, it goes to pros e that for some 
time both communities worked and worshipned side bj 
aide Similarlj, the e^cn\ato^s of the monolithic temple 
at Dhamnar found the Buddhists m possession of their 
ca^ cs, othcrw isc tlic nas'iage to the tcmnle w ould hav c been 
brought out e\en through the caves, but the actual urc 
sence of the Buddhist made the Hindus respect their shrines 
Thus, to Cousen’s mind, “the middle of the eighth centurj 
would bo the date of the Buddhist caves ” Dr A Coomar- 
Rwami $ agrees with Cousens m regard to the date of 
the Dharmanatha temple (800 AD) Thus the caves may 
convenient!) be assigned to the 7Ui centur> A D

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DHUNDHERI 

Dhundheri (Manasa ?>or/7a«a) — The little village 
of Dhundheri is situated on the old military road from 
Neemuch to Jhalranatan and has two old temoles one of 
which IS dedicated to Chaturbhuja or Vishnu It has been 
extensively rebuilt during the last century and is surround- 
ed by a battlemented wall Only a portion of the plinth 
and the back wall of the sanctum are old, the shikhara and 
the mandapa being new 

The second temple, dedicated to Shiva lies at the foot 
of the mound on which the temole of Chaturbhuja has been 
built The shxkhara and the garbhagrxha having collapsed 
long ago only the mandapa remains supported by 
four central pillars on which rest beautiful capitals with 
figures of squatting ganoa The left and right jambs of 
the carved door leading to the antarala bear images of 
Ganga and Yamuna respectively, the former standing with 
another male (Bhagiratha) under a canopy formed by an 
inverted lotus leaf Four niches bearing representations 
of amorous couples are aupenmposed over the figures of 
Ganga and Yamuna The three niches o\er the lintel 
contain standing figures of Brahma Vishnu and Shiva from 
left to right, and nine planets (navagrakas) are repre 
sented in four smaller niches between eich pair of larger 
ones 
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DUDAKHEDI 

I Dudakhedi (Bhanpura -pargana) — The small village 
bf Dudakhedi lies on the cart track running from Garoth 
[o Bhannura The principal object of interest in this 
kiUage IS a square tank or kimda vitK steos op all sides 
k hich lead to the oaved bottom Water remains m it for 
some months during the year There is an opening in 
*the centre of the parapet wall on each side, iMth a stone 
niche in the interior on each side of each opening Seve*^! 
ancient images, such as those of Shiva, Kamadhenu, Shesha- 
shayi Narayana, LakshJtu and Devi, have been placed on 
these niches Most of the images have now entirely dis- 
appeared under the heavy coat of verrmlion, several inches 
thick, the smearing of which on images appears to be the 
principal raeiliod of Shakti worship m Central India A 
small chhatn on four pillars was erected by Maharam 
Ahilya Bai over the niche on the N N E comer It con- 
tains a stone slab bearing the representation of Shiva and 
the seven divine mothers (Sapta mainhah) 

The worshippers of this shrine are Kan-pluitd Yogis 
or Nftfhapanf Jits, whose pontiff resides in Nepal, and whose 
principal shrine is that at Malsyendra natha These Yogis 
are married and do not go about naked like their more 
austere brethren of Neoal Their connection with the 
heirarch of their community is very distant, no Naga 
Samnyasi having \isited the village for years All these 
Yogis have the lower lobe z' Uieir ears pierced and wear 
in them very thick round rings of turquoise of greenish 
hliia, shada. 
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IIINGI^JGADH. 

Hingiajgadh (Bhannura Pargana) — The fort of 
Jlinglajgadh stands on the edge of the plateau on which 
Navali and Takhaji or Takshakeshvara are situated, at a 
distance of 14 miles from Bhannura and 6 miles from 
Kethuli Hingiajgadh is famous for tlie shrine of 
Hinglajmata \\ho is revered by all Rajputs and a principal 
shnne of whose is situated on the top of this hill The 
modem temnle m whicli the goddess is novv nlaced is a 
structure in the Mahomcdan style v ith a round dome on 
top and four smaller ones at the comers Tod notes that 
she IS speciallj revered bj Rajouts Other nlaces where 
she has shrines are at Mekrana a»'d Kolhanui The Tell 
Rajas of Baghelkhand also womhinped her 

Besides the shnne of the Mata, there are two other 
temples inside the fort One of them is dedicated to Rama 
and IS also built in Mahomedan style, but has a small 
porch or verandih n front supported on two old pillars 
of stone The other shrine contains a modem Itnga with 
four faces popularly known as the Chaiurmukha Mahadeva 
and IS noted for its collection of old images The shape of 
the temple of Mahadeva is exactly similar to that of 
Hinglajmata or Rama and has a small porch in front, 
supported bj four old pillars 
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JHARDA 

Jharda (Jlahidpur Pargana) — The Milage of Jharda 
lies at a distance of 8 miles from the toT\n of Mahidpur 
and IS connected mth it bj a fair-weathei road It is a 
>er> old Milage and the remains of temples that nere dis- 
co^ered here indicate that it nas a place of considerable 
importance dnnng the mediaeval period Outside the 
Mlhge there are tno old temples, nhicli neie partly re- 
built at the end of tho eighteenth centurj', and their res- 
toration is attributed by the people to the celebrated Maha- 
rani Ahilja Bai to whom so manj hundreds and thousands 
of ancient temnlos owe their \erj existence One of them 
IS dedicated to the worship of Hanumnn or Maruti, as he 
IS known in tho Deccan This temple rests on four old 
pillars, the fine can mgs on which appear to belong to the 
10th ccnturv A D The image of the monhe> god is merely 
an une^en boulder of stone besmeared vnth vermilion Be- 
hind this temnle there is an Arghapatta of a large Shnor 
hnga which has been placed on a \er> large and square 
piece of stone 

The second temple outside the village of Jharda is 
dedicated to the worship of Shiva The original garbho 
gnha of this temple has collapsed long ago and has been 
recentlj re-built Tlie present garWiagriha is a small lov?’ 
square cell, \ery much smaller than the original The 
manda-pa of the temple is ancient It is supported by 
four rows of finely caiwed stone pillars four in each row 
All pillars are not of tlie same pattern and therefore it is 
possible that the mandapa itself may have been partly re- 
built at some later date A number of old images «juch 
as, those of Shiva with Duiga, Brahma and Shiva, ^hiva 
as Tnpurari, Kali with four hands, Shiva Durg , and 
Nandm have been collected m this mandapa m front of 
wluch there is a laige slab of stone beaiing three miniature 
temples in relief m a row Each of these temples contains 
images of tlie Hindu trinit>, le Braluna, Vishrii and 
hl'diesha 

Theie is a medium sized stopped well inside the vil- 
lage It IS cruciform in ^ape, the longer arms of the 
cross being occupied bj three senes of steps A row of 
niches ornament the boundary wall which contains images 
of (l> Sutya, (2) Mahisha mardini, (S) Shiva, (4) Ka- 
madhenu, and (5) Vishnu or Sheshanaga 
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There are two images of female Jain deities under a 
tree inside the village. Both of them are seated on thrones 
and have eight hands. Tlie first image is more perfect 
and bears on its pedestal a small inscription dated Vikrama 
samvat 1229. The second image has lost its head and 
the head of a Jina has been placed on its neck. Most of 
its hands are broken. But the inscription of tliis image 
IS more complete and is incised on the throne itself. It 
records the dedication of tlie image by a merchant named 
Bhadra, son of Sati on Thursday , the first day of the 
month of Jeshthu in samvat year 1229 (1172 A.D.). 
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KANJARDA. 

KaNJArda (Rampura Pargana) : — Kanjarda ' can be 
reached from Manasa after crossing a high table-land and 
lies at the very foot of the lulls wliich separate Slalwa from 
McvsTir. A modem temple in this village contains an old 
image of Vishnu called Ghaturbhuja. The god holds a 
mace igada) in his upper and a lotus (padma) in his lower 
left hand, while he holds a discuc (chakra) in his tipper 
and a concli (shankha) in his lower right hand. The fish 
incarnation is to be found on the left, and the tortoise in- 
carnation. on the right side of head of the deity. The 
dwarf, Parashurama, Balarama and boar incarnations are 
arranged in a row to the left of the figure while Knlkin, 
Buddha, Rama and the Narsinha incarnations arc arrang- 
ed in a vertical row on the right. TV'o attendants of 
Vishnu (Vishnu-ganas) are standing with a conch and a 
discus on each side of the feet of the deity. The niches 
inside the temple contain carvings of many popular Hindu 
deities. 

Among other objects of note is a finely carved old 
stone doonvay, in another modem temple, which seems to 
have belonged originally to a temple of Shiva, as we notice 
two attendants of Shiva (Shivaganas) standing besides the 
figures of Ganga and Yamuna at the bottom of the door- 
jamb. 
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KETHLLI 

Ketituli (Bhanpura Pargana) — Kethuli or Kctholi 
lies at the foot of the pliteau on whidi Navali and Tak 
^hakcshva^a are situated Tlie Mlhgo lies \cry close to 
the fort of Ilmglajgadh and contains ts\o ancient temples 
(J) the tomnJe of Sheshashaj/n and (2) the Jain temple 
Ttie temple of Sheshashajin is built on n raised platform a 
rxjrtion of sshich is modem It consists of a small inandapa 
and a oarhhagnha In on#* comer of the platform a. small 
id^raA. has been built ^hich is a relic of the dajs of the 
Mahomedan occunalion of 'falwa. The temnle itself 
was not dealrojed but the Mahomedan shrine was buiU 
on the \ery platform on which the idol temple stood Such 
cases of forebearance on the nart of Mahomedan rulers are 
\ery rare m India The Mllaeers sa> that the idgah was 
built during the reign of the Khilji Sultans when the tern 
pie was profaned On the resumption of worship the 
mandapa avas slight!) altered and repaired Ornnnall) 
the Tnondopa had a projection on three sides Tlic ex 
quisitely caned and aaell polished dedo outside the mandapa 
consists of a senes of small rectangular panels altematelj 
sunk beanng one or two human figunnes alternately with 
a mass of arabesque work The mandapa rests on sixteen 
pillars which form a hollow souare and supnort an octago- 
nal door frame Some of the souare canitals bear figures 
of squatting (janas The shtkhara of the temnle is intact 
a fact of \ery rare occuirance in Hindustan or Malwa and 
js ornamented with a row of miniature soires one above the 
other on each face The amalaka is old but the crest 
jewell {chudarnani) appears to be modem Of the niches 
on the garlihaartha that on the right contains a fme figure 
of Ganga with four hands standing on a makara 

The Jam temple has suffered more than the temple of 
Sheshashayin The structure is now surrounded bv a 
compound wall with one entrance which is fitted with an 
ancient stone-doorframe from a Shaiva temnle De/i? 
with two female attendants are renresented as Pratilians 
on the jambs The figure oa the right holds '\knpata 
(dagger), avaramunda (human head) a Khatvanga 
(skull mace) and a kapala The Imtel is '> magnificent 
piece of carving and bears in its centre a figure of Shiva 
piercing the demon Tripura with lus tndent and attended 
by dancing females representing Parvati in her different 
forms The sill of this door frame bears a projecting 
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lemisphere m the centie with a ktrtmitkh<i in the centie 
and an elephant and a lion on each side of it 

The temple consists of a porch on two oillars in fiont, 
which sunport a stone fonwio, a veianda on pillars behind 
it, a closed nmndapa, a small antarala and finally the 
garbhagnha The veranda XBsts on three lows of foui 
pillars and it? sides ha\e been comerted into benches 
The exterior of the portion below these benches consists 
of a dado similar in nattem to that of the temple of 
Sheshashajm Init the carving is not so fine 

There is only one entrance to the mandapa which is 
fitted with a fine old dooi-frame The loof of the mandapa 
is supported by sixteen pillars ip foui rows, of which the 
central group of four pillars are of the same pattern 
The wundtipa of this temple is leally a museum of Jain 
iconography. In the interior of the mandapa two 
exquisitely carved female figurines have been let into the 
wails, each of them holds a lotus on the too of which is 
a little stone lamp (pradtpa). Most of the images in the 
mandapa are Jmas of metal and white, black, or yellov/ 
marble There are one oi two choivtynnkhas and 
shasanadevxs, which cannot be identified 

The qarbhagnha is about one-fourth of the size of the 
mandapa and has a fine stone door frame bearing figures of 
Ganga and Yamuna on the jambs The sanctum is full 
of Jina images of various shapes and sizes, all of which 
belong to the Digambara sect The piesiding deitj of 
the temple is a huge elaborate imaoe of Parshavanatha 

Outside the temnle in one comer of the compound 
‘tncre is a pcciliiar image Wmen calls lor betaiieh notice 
on account of its rant> Tlie figure is that of a goddess 
with ten hands seated on an ass On her head is the 
crescent siunbol and just below this a olain circlet bearing 
a skull in relief Three hands of tiic left side are broken; 
the rest hold (1) an arrow (Sham) and (2) a rosan 
(akshnsutra) The right hands hold (1) a shield 

(Chnrmma), (2) a winnowing bavin (kulva) (3) a bow 
(dhanwh) and (4> a human head (nnramunda) %/hiIe the 
fifth IS broken A fom headed figure is standing in 
front of the ass w ith a female attendant on the left and c 
male ou the right Tv o female fiv^ures v ith four hands 
arc seated on the back slab^ one on each side of the head 
TJic ass is the Vahana of Shashtln, the godde's of fecun- 
dit>, but figures with ten tiands arc \orj’ rare. 
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KOIIALA 

KOHALA (BlmTipum Pargana) — Tlie antiquaiian re- 
mains at Kohala aro the most imnortant m the Rampuni- 
Bhanpura Distnct The villacc. situated at a distance of 
BIX miles from Bhanpura, is of considerable antiquity Tlie 
largest and most pretentions temple is that of Varaha which 
Btands at one end of the village It consists of a mandapa 
and a garhhagnha of which onI> the former is still in ex 
istence The extenor facing of the walls of the garbka 
gnha and the sKxkhara have been renewed in recent jears 
A flight of steps leads to a broad terrace m fiont of the 
temple where there are entrances to three shnnes m a rov. 
A short and narrow flight of steps in the centie lends to 
the mandapa and from a small door on each side of this 
staircase one reaches a small underground cinmber Eacli 
of these chambers, which appear to bo later constructions, 
contain fine images of Vishnu described below 

The mandapa, supported by twelve pilhrs, is the only 
part of the ancient temple left intact High benches, on 
ginally provided with backrests, run along thiee sides of 
the mandapa and its lower part seems to have had the sort 
of ribbed dado which is met with in some of the Khajuraho 
temples 

The mandapa is cruciform with a small piojection on 
each face where the roof is supported by two pillai s The 
projection at the back has merged m the antarala and that 
in front has formed a porch which is the only entrance to 
the mandapa and the garbhagnha A low light cfihaja 
With a kangura battlement over it, added about the time 
of the restoration of the shtkhara, runs along the front and 
Bides of the mandapa 

The dome of the mandapa is supported by twelve 
pillars arranged m the form of a hollow squaie Each 
pillar has sixteen sides on the lower part of its shaft over 
which runs a projecting octagonal band containing a low 
of fine kirttmukhas The portion of the slmft above this 
js fine nbbed, thereby representing what is knoivn as the 
papyrus pattern in Egypt 

Hie pillars on the sides of the antarah do not cea«e 
at the level of the bench or seat We notice a modem 
bnck arch erected at some later date over the antatala to 
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support the supenncumbent w eight It appears that the 
'door of the autarata did not belong to this temple and ■was, 
jthercforc, brought from some otlier shnne The orna- 
mentation on it IS flat and plain in Inch diamond shaped 
jrosettes predominate 

I On a high modem pedestal in the sanctum is one of 
Ithe finest inediae\al images of Varaha e\er discovered The 
deity with four arms faces the left, his curly hair fljing 
|to Ills right He is holding up the earth goddess (Pnfhin) 
[on one of his left elbows, and has a conch shell m his upper 
jloft hand and a wheel m his lower Ha holds a mace in 
|his upper while the lower is plated on his thigh His 
[right foot rests on the back of a tortoise and his left on a 
{lotus hj a Nag<a and Nagi, whose tails are coiled round each 
’other A huge lotus flower wnlh a long stalk forms an 
umbrella over the head of the deity 


The recessed corners are occupied by tivo attendants 
over whose head and nearest to the main figure is repre- 
sented on each side of the bracket a kneeling devotee or an 
attendant There arc three niches on the top of the back 
Blab, two near the inakaras at the end and -the third at the 
top The niches on the left and right of the roam figure 
are occupied by four armed seated figures of Shiva and 
Brahma respectivelj , while the divarf incarnation {Vamarv- 
avafam) of Vishnu is seen in the central niche at the top 
The two small niclies on eil’ - side of the Vamanavatara 
contain figures of Balarnma and Narasimha on the right 
and left We notice KalKm in the space betw een Brahma 
and Balarama, while Parositranm is represented m the cor- 
responding spnee between Shiva and Narasindia 


Besides the image of Vai^a tlieie is another fine 
figure m the sanctum It is an image of Vishnu, seated 
on a fully expanded lotus wiUi stalk Tlie figure has four 
hands, two of whicli are placed on the lap, one upturned 
palm over the other, m tlie attitude of meditation It 
holds a couch m the upper left hand while the upper right 
18 broken The figure wears a crown like other Vishnu 
images and has a shntaisa mark on the brest A dwarf’- 
ll male attendant is seated on each side of the lotus stalk 
wlnle there aie tv o standmg attendant figuies in recessed 
comers on eadi side 
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Jusl hkc tlic V^-iralw ima^. there nro three niches o 
the ton of the bneh slnb contaimns the same gods of IJinf* 
Irmity in the same position The space between the® 
deities has been occupied by « fish, tortoise and the boa 
incarnations of Vishnu on the right and the man-hoi 
and Kalkin on tlio left Balarama nnd Buddha ha%c beer 
depicted a little below the ton of the back slab on the nghl 
and left of the mam figme icspccti>el\. 

Tlie doorwajs of the underground chambers on the 
sides of the jimndopa are old Inside the chamber on the 
left there are several fine mediaeval images, one of which 
is similar to that found inside the shnne In this case, 
liQWcver, the principal figure holds a lotus sLall in his left 
Iniid and a coiich-sliell in his right, uhile the two lower 
ones are placed on the lap in the attitude of meditation 
Thera are two attendants on each side seated on recessed 
comers and the back slab consists of two nillars with an 
arcUilravc on it The mclies on the ton cf the baek-^lirh 
nnd the sides contain the images of Brahma, Vishnu, Shiva 
nnd all the ten aiafaras of Vishnu Oilier images in the 
cell are (1-2) Surya, <3) Varaha, (4) Shiva and a fine 
image of Diirga The goddess is seated on the lap of 
Shiva who is iidmg the bull (Naadi). 


The dooi leading to the chamber on the right bears & 
hexagonal rosette in the centre of the lintel The chamber 
itself contains one of the finest images of Vishnu ever dis 
covered The god is seated on the shoulders of a beard 
ed Garuda, kneeling Garuda is suptxnting the right foot 
of the god on his right palm and the left knee of the god 
with his left one The deity has four hands and holds a 
mace m the upper light hand, a rosary in the lower, and f 
wheel in the upper left hand while the lower is broken 
There are two attendants on each side on recessed comers 
The back slab consists of an aichitrave on two slender pil- 
lars, at each end of winch we notice a niakara From the 
mouths of the mnkaras a lotus stalk issues, forming grace- 
ful curves along the top Among these, curves we find 
Brahma, Varaha, Narayana, Varnana and Shiva from the 
right to the left of the imago The ends of the lotus stalk 
on both sides disappear in a ltrtimuk7ia on the ton of the 
back slab Figures of Balarama, Narsimha and Rama 
are to be found on the pillar on the left and those of Kalkm 
and Parasurama on that on the right 
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Tlie lemnle of Lakshroi Nara>ana stands at the oilier 
end of the \ jUnKc on tlic cart track leading to Bhanpura. 
This IS one of the best iirescned nncicnt monuments in 
Main a The temple stands on a stone platform, access to 
which can bo had by means of a short flight of stops The 
temple faces the south and consists of a mandapa and a 
sorictum 

The iimiirfapn is square in shape and its dome is sup- 
ported bj eighteen pUKrs* tweke of which are arranged 
in the form of a hollow snuarc with four pillars on each 
face The remaining sik pillars support the pro3Cclions 
on three sides of the inandnpa Of these eighteen pillars, 
eight have capitals with figures of duaifs (ganas) on each 
arm, the rest being plain. The Kascs of the pillars ad- 
joining tlie passage to the antarafa are ^ery nchl> carved. 
In front of this entrance is a semi-circular door-sten be- 
low the sill which conforms to the outline of the step be- 
neath and IS elaborately carved Immcdmtclj* over the 
seim circular step, and corresponding to it, there is a pro- 
jection. in front of tlie stU, which seems to represent a 
mountain, probably Meru, and has a dancing figure on eacli 
side on recessed corners Other recessed comers on the 
sides bear kntimukhas and diamond-shaned rosettes, 
Under each jamb there is a niche on the door sill on either 
side occupied by the figures of Gnnesha and Brahma. The 
images m the sanctum aie all modem and the three ruclies 
on the exterior of the sanctum are empty The sktkhara 
IS tall and slender and resembles that of the temple of 
Mahnkaleshvara at Oon. Both the shiKhara and the roof 
of the viandapa were repaired later, when the bnck Kan- 
auras on the top of the maytdapa were added 

To the -east of the temple of Lakslum Naraj ana tw o 
Jain temnles stand side by side and are known as Sas- 
hahii^ka martdir or the temples of the mother-in-law and 
the daughter-in-law, a popular appellation for temples in 
Central India, the names of whi<di were foi gotten Tlie 
Kaclichhapaghata temples on Gwalior lull are also known 
as Sas boim ka-vnandir. One of these temples at Kohala 
has now been abandoned and is used by the local people to 
store Iny The structure, however, is still standing and 
does not seem to have suiTered much Its erection dates 
to about the sixteenth or seventeenth centurj, ns on tlie 
top there are a number of small domes which remind one 
of the similar domes m the buildings of Mandu This 
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temple has one pate, which onpinallj belonged to a Hindu 
temple This door leads to a court-jard surrounded by 
\erandahs on all sides with plain square pil'ars m front 
One opening on the east of this court-jard leads to a dosed 
and co\ered viandapa Tlicre is only one cellar which 
forms the sanctum, and contains a large seated image of 
Maha\ira Vardhamana on the throne or altar (vedi) Two 
other images of Parsh\anatha are also found here In the 
V. all of the verandah on the left of the court-yard, there is 
a stone slab bearing an inscription dated Monday, the Srd 
day of the bright half of the month of Vatshakha, in the 
Vikrama sawrat 161G; it records m Sanskrit metre an 
cuIog 5 of the Jam famil> which constructed it. 

The second Jam temnie stands on the south side of the 
other and is used for worahip even now. A small mean 
looking door admits one into a narrow compound surround- 
ed bj a high wall The object which attracts one's at- 
tention immediately is an elegant little porch supported by 
two beautifully carsed tall, slender pillars m front. The 
dome of this porch is car>ed to represent three tiers of 
hemispherical corbels superimposed on each other and gra- 
duallj decreasing in sise as they recede upwards Behind 
this small porch is a large open hall supported by twelve 
pillars of various patterns whidi were apparently collect- 
ed together from the rums of Hindu temples in the vicinity 
The central part of the roof m this hall is domed and has 
four pillars but the elaborate ornamentation of the mtenor 
of this dome has been covered by repeated coats of white- 
wash. 

The inandapa of this temple contains twehe pillars 
m four rows It has opemngs on all sides, viz , one on tne 
west leading to the outer hall, one on the north and south 
and three on the east. All these openings are fitted with 
stone door frames obtamed from Hindu temples The 
central portion of the roof of the mandapa also is finely 
carved. It is shaped like a dome and the ornamentation 
consists of rows of hemispherical corbels All images in 
the cells are modem but the platforms inside are old and 
are of the same period as the pillars, door frames and 
domes Over these cells there is a s mall room with 
windows on two sides and three opemngs in front. It 
is covered b> a dome m the same s^le as that to be found 
in "Mandu buildmgs with fanguras as its base There 
IS a similar dome over the porch m front It is cunous 
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to note that all the door frames of the hall and two of the 
shrine have been pilfered from old Hindu temples and 
would be interesting to know when this curious medlej of 
a temple was put up Some mformation to tins effect may- 
be gleaned by a somewhat abraided inscription on a small 
pillar in the north east comer of the enclosure It records 
that the temple was built by Shnmati Bania on Thursday, 
the 5th day of the bright fortnight of Map/ui in aamvat 
1657, thereby enabling us to ascertain that the temple was 
constructed about the beginning of the seventeenth century 
of the Christian era 


To the south of the Sas Bahu-ke mandtr and at the 
southern extremity of the village, stands the temole of 
Chaturhhuja In plan this temple is exactly like that of 
Lakshmi Narayana But the interior of this is severely 
plain and the dado of recessed panels outside the vian&apa 
is unfinished, as traces of the outline marked out for chi«el 
work are still visible in many places, and one or two panels 
of arabesque work or a human figure have actually been 
finished Some of the btacket capitals on pillars in the 
wandapa have figures of ganas on them, but the door of 
the antarala and the intenor of the mapdava are very 
plain The temple contains a modem image of Vishnu 
The extenor of the sanctum is also nlain and has no niches 
The skikhara, however, is quite different from the tall ele- 
gant snire of the temple of Lakshmi Narayara and is a 
snub nosed souat heavy affair The amaiaka and its bise 
(vedika) are also old, but the crest jewel (chudaTTuint) is 
a recent restoration The new pillais of the wandapa and 
the kanguras on its top appear to be added during the me 
diaeval period 
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KOTHADI 

Kothadi (Sunel Pargana) • — Kothadi, or Kothari in 
the maps, lies at a distance of 24 miles from Garoth rail- 
way station on the B B & G I Railway A metalled road 
runs from Garoth to £oha, beyond which one has to tra\ el 
along cart tracks The village of Kothadi is senarated 
from Bolia by a strip of Jhalawar territory and lies in the 
extreme nor^ east comer of His Highness the Maharaja 
Holkar’s dominions. According to the Atn t Akhan Kothadi 
formed a sarkar in the subah of Malxva containing nine 
rmkals The village contains one ancient temple which 
bears the formidable name of Jaina-bhanjana-Jbareshvara- 
Rama j e "Earaa the lord of the strong and the defeater of 
Jams " The temple is no doubt a Jam one Like all 
mediaeval Jam temples it is square and possesses only one 
opening in its walls which forms the only entrance On- 
ginally the interior must have been very dark and stuffy, 
but some light now enters througli a portion of the roof 
which has either collapsed or has been dismantled The 
interior is divided into two portions and the larger ore 
serves as a mandapa with a flat roof supported by six pil- 
lars The smaller portion forms a long narrow rectangle 
divided by partition walls into three narrow cells with plat- 
forms along their rear walls The side cells are now 
empty and the central cell contains the image of Rama, 
whose devotees, appear to have become lukewarm, as the 
interior is now used for the storage of fodder Tliere is 
an underground chamber under the floor of the mandapn 
access to which may be obtained through a small door to 
the left of the mam entrance The exterior of the tempic 
13 plain and the interior also is de\oid of ornaments 
Although there is no inscription in the temple, it can be 
assigned to the fourteenth century from the stjle of its 
construction 
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KUICDESHVAR 

Kukdeshvar (Manasa Paigana) — Ten miles to the 
nest of Ramnura, on the mihtarv road from Jhalranatan 
to Neerauch, stands the village of Kukdeshvar. The pnn- 
cipal shrine is the temple of Sahasra mukheshvara which 
stands near an old tank at tlie northern extremity of the 
village The old temple fell down sometime ago and was 
rebuilt by the Maharaja Tukoji Rao II So very little of 
the old temple now remains The hnga in the sanctum 
IS very old and is a real sahasralmga, about three feet 
high and twelve to sixteen inches in diameter The body 
of the Ivngo. is covered with lows of miniature Itrgas of 
uniform shape and size measuring about an inch and a 
half in height 

In the centre of the village itself there are two old 
temples, one of Vishnu and the other of Parshv anatha The 
Vishnu temple is partly new as portions of it have been 
renewed recently. In plan this resembles some of the 
Chalukyan temples of Khandesh and the Deccan There 
IS a mandapa m the centre uith only one side oner Tliree 
shnnes stand on three of its remaining sides Of these 
three shrines, two have been entirel> rebuilt, but the third 
one is old With the exception of the loof, the norch m 
front and the mandapa are of the same date as the old 
garhhagnhd on, the west, i o , 12th or 13th century A D 
This shrine contains an old but narti> mutilated mediaeval 
image of Vishnu with four hands The shrine on the 
south, 1 e , in front of the norch, or entrance, contains mo 
dem images of Radha and Krishna while that on the left 
or east contains an old hnga 

The temple of Parshvanatlia stands at a short distance 
from the temple of Lakshminatha It is surrounded by 
a modem compound wall with Kangtiras on ton, and con- 
sists of an open porcli m front, a closed mandapa and 
a garbhagnha behind all Tlie entire structure stands on 
a stone platform whicli appears to be old The porch, 
open on all sides, is supported by ten pillars The stme 
ture appears to be old, but it is very difTicult to ascertain 
its age defmiteb as the caned surface of pillars, capitals, 
hntels and even the slabs of the trabeate roof have been 
painted m oil colours Tlie paint sometimes is so deep 
lliat the cars mg has become indistinct. There is one door 
at the back of the porch whicli leads to the interior The 
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stone door-frame is elaboratclj caned There arc a num 
ber of niclies in the door-frame contammc figures of \aTi 
ous shapes 


The wandapa is supported on twel\e large stone pil 
lars arranged in the form of a hollow souare The shafts 
of these pillars are SQuare at the b'lsc, octagonal in the 
middle and round near the top The mandapa leading to 
the porch and the other at the back Ins tuo onenings one 
in front leading to the garbhagnhn The door of the 
pcrbhapnfta represents one of the best pieces of mediaeval 
sculpture in India 


A short description of this magnificent piece of carv 
ing would be of much help and interest for a Iiy visitor 
to the temple At the bottom of the jambs, there is a 
projecting bracket supporting a niche and a round pilaster 
on its top Ganga and Yamuna arc represented on the 
right and the left sides of the niche nearest to the entrance, 
while the other side of each niche is occupied by a male 
figure On each side of the shaft of the pilaster runs a 
vertical band of arabasque foliage with a niche liavmg a 
standing female figunne On the sliaft of the pilasters, 
supporting cruciform bracket-capitals with recumbent 
dwarfs (gonos) on each arm. we notice n small square 
boss lu the midie containing a sunken panel with two seat 
ed figures in relief Below the comice sunnorted by 
brackets, the hntel bears three hon^ontal bands of carving 
representing arabasque work, row of flying Gandhanas 
and diamond shaped ornaments above Ganesha is seen 
in the niche placed m the centre of these horizontal bands 
In the three niches in another stone over the comice, we 
find Shiva, Vishnu and Brahma from left to right The 
space between the three hntels, divided into sunken panels, 
contains figures of Navagrahas 


A large bas-relief measuring 3 3' by 2’ 7 and built 
mto the south wall of the mandapa, bears four horizontal 
rows of carving The lower part of another row is visible 
on die top of the first row The remaining three rows 
have been divided into six compartments by a narrow rais- 
ed vertical band The baa reliefs represent scenes from 
the life of Krishna who is regarded as being the same as 
Vishnu of the Hmdu tr»nit> and not an incarnation 
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In the bas-reliefs over the uppermost row is depicted 
the scene of the fight of Bhima with the Magadha King, 
Jarasandha, where Knshna present; the latter may 
probably be the male with a halo. The uppermost row 
begins with a squatting figure to whose light is a female 
and to her right is seen another lady with a child Next 
to this group IS Vishnu, seated on Garuda, to whose right 
a male is kneeling before the deity. Again to the right 
of these we notice in succession, (1) two men fighting wth 
swords or short staves, (2) a soldier with a spear, (3) a 
flying human figure, (4) two vrrestlers and (5) a man 
seated in front of a deity having a halo behind his head. 

In the first panel in the second row is portrayed the 
scene of the raising of Govardhana to slueld the people of 
Gokula from excessive rain At the left Knshna is seen 
holding Govardhana over his head while the people of 
Gokula seeking shelter under the mount are represented in 
the bas-relief to the nght To the left a man is sitting on 
the throne and another is kneeling in his front with some 
offering. To the right of the group is a female lamenting 
and sitting on the ground while another lady, standing in 
front appears to be speaking to the first woman Next 
we notice the standing figure of Balarama with plough in 
his left hand and to his right is Knshna holding Govar- 
dhana aloft Half a dozen kine to the left of Knshna re- 
present the cattle of the cowherds of Gokula 

The second panel in the '■‘“ond row probably repre- 
sents Krishna’s taming the Kuhya Naga A narrow groove 
of fishes and tortoise indicates the river which should be 
Yamuna, on whose bank a man is standing with a dub. 
On the opposite bank is another figure lying prostrate with 
hands clasped in adoration. To his nght is a man doing 
complete obeiasnce (sashtanga praTiama). The actual 
fight of Krishna with Kaliya is seen to the nght of this 
group Furtlier to the nght we find the exit of Kahya 
with his wife 

The third row contains two panels each of which is 
connected with the birth of the god That on the right 
appears to represent tlie birth of Krishna during the con- 
finement of his parents by Kamsa, liis maternal-uncle. The 
panel of the left depicts a scene representing tlie ex- 
change of Krishna with the infant daughter of Nanda 
Vas^de^a anxious to save this diild. went to Gokula an^ 
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exchanged his infant son for the daughter of the chief 
Nanda and his ^\lfe ^ashoda or Yashomati In this panel 
the female on the bed is Yaslioda her daughter and 
the man on the stool at the foot of the bed is Vasudeia nith 
the infant Krislma 

Tlie miracles of the earlj life of Krishna are represent- 
ed m the panels in the last row , that on the left describing 
four different incidents fiom the early life of Krishna 
known as the Vrajalila in the Ehag\ata Purana In the 
beginning we ha\e the d^'ath of the demon Arishta who 
tried to Ijil Kiishna bj assuming the form of a bull To 
the left IS a free and a cfii/d running towards it w^fiich re- 
presents the up-roottng of two large trees called Yama- 
tarjjuna The infant Krishna was one® tied to a mortar 
for some offence b} his mother He dragged the heavy 
mortar after him and in nassing through these two trees 
uprooted them Two of the people of Kubera had been 
cursed by the sago Narada for drunkenness and had take^i 
the form of trees which being unrooted b> Krishna, assum 
ed their normal form and are seen fl>mg through the an 
to the right of the tree Below* this /!> mg pair there is a 
cart repiesentmg another incident in the earl> life of 
Krishna The mfant Krishna had once been nlaced under 
a cart b> his mother and had struck the cart witli his tinj 
feet thus causing it to flj to a great distance To the 
right of the cart we find the incident of the death of the 
she-demon, Putana The child Kn^hna is seen sucking 
the poisoned nipnles of the she demon who has thrown up 
her hands in intense agon>. To the nght of Putana, two 
women are standing with vases on their heads and are 
evidcntl> coming to comnlaiii to Yashoda about the de- 
predations of the infant marauder To the right of these 
women is seen Yashodn cJiuming butter a"d the infant 
Krishna stealing it out of the chum The incidents port- 
ra>ed in the panel to the right belong to the second chapter 
cf Krishna's life, called Mathura Lila in the Bhagvata 
Purana Beginning from the left a chi'tl is seen throwing 
on elephant into the air An elephant named Kinalaja- 
pida was sent b> Kamsa to destroj Knshna at the time 
of his entrance into the arena for waistlcrs m 'Mathura 
To the nght of this is a human figure kneeling and to his 
nght we find Krishna wrestling with the demoniacal wrest- 
lers sent b} Kamsa to destroy him. In the first part is 
seen Knshna and another most probably Chanura wrestl- 
ing while to the left of it Knshna is holding the other 
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wrestler down on the ground. In the right half of this 
panel five women standing in a row appear to be the 
female spectators in the arena who denounced Kamsa for 
his unfair attempts to kill Krishna and Balrama. 

The interior of tlie garbhagrilia is perfectly plain and 
contains several modern Jina figurines besides that of 
Parahvanatha in black marble- The sugar-loaf shaped 
shikhara resembles those of the mediaeval temple at Bhu- 
vaneslivara in. Orissa. A number of miniature shikhuras 
gradually decreasing in height as they recede from the top 
have been built on each of the four faces of the main 
tower. 
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MAKLA 

MakIuV (Mahidpur — Numerous ancient re 

mains arc found in the Milage of MaklT ^ihich ts four nii^ss 
from Jhardi Tli'' more important of these consist of two 
stone temples and a hucc imnee of the Hindu trimtj Tins 
image has been corapletelj hidden b> repeated coats of 
\crmihon applied to it bj the aillagcrs who worship it as 
Jlataji or Kali With great difilcultj the local pnest and 
the villagers were persuaded to remove tins ancient accu 
mulation The image is four feet m height and 5 feet m 
length and is one of the licst known representations of the 
Hindu tnnitj The temple of Ganeaha or Ganpati in the 
centre of the village is now partJv liuned underground by 
the accumulation of debns along its sides The shikhara 
has disappeared hut the mandapa and the gaibhaoriha are 
standing and arc perfectly plain The foimer bears the 
image of Ganesha in the centre of the hntel The garbha 
grtba is also plain and contains a medium sized image of 
(tanesha heavili coated with vermilion The other temple 
dedicated to Shiva named Makalcshvara (JIahaXaleshvara) 
stands at one end of tlio village Tlie inand/ipa collapsed 
about two centuries ago according to the village tradition 
and w’as rebuilt by sub<criptions collected by a Hindu San 
ja?i The garbliagrtha is intact and is a good example of 
Hindu temple architecture of the lltli and 12th centuries 
AD m Malwa Excepting the two horizontal bands one 
of four petalled rosettes and the other of small oval shaped 
panels with arabesque woik the sfnkhaia and walls of the 
garbhagiiha are perfectly plain Compared with the 
height of the shUhaia the amalafa and the crest jewel of 
the temple are exceptionally large and heavy A senes of 
cl aitya w indows rising one above tlie other cover the body 
of the shtlJiara in front of which a large projection seems 
to have been continued ovei the roof of the i lamlapa and 
reminds one of the dilapidated mafidaja of the tfaha 
kaleslivara temple at Oon in the Segaon Paigana A large 
number of pillars Imtels capitals and carv ed i oofmg slabs 
lynng scattered in front of tlie modem mandapa by their 
sizes indicate that the original structure was much larger 
than the present one The floor of the garbhagnha is 
just three feet belowr the level of the floor of the modem 
mandapa The roof in the interioi of the garbhagnha 
IS a plain low dome with a huge lotus pendant carved in 
high relief A number of images have been collected m 
this mandapa (1 2) Mahishamarddim (3) Ganesha (4) 
Shiva Durga (5) Kazoadhenu and (6) Surya 
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Modi (Blianpura Fergana) • — The small village of 
Modi or Maudi stands at a distance of eight miles to the 
.vest of Bhanpura and thirteen miles to the east of Ramoura 
on the Nccmucli Jhalrapatan Military Road. The 
antiquarian remains at ilodi consist of the ruins of a 
number of temples, only one of which is standing at 
present The temple stands on the brink of a large 
ftepped tank shaped like a Greek cross Its stens are 
partly hidden bj sculntiucd stones \vhich once belonged 
to shinies on the banks The faang of the temnle has 
disappeared, but the core is standing ut> to a height of 
about twenty feet from the bed of the //m bhn^nhci which 
i''. intact, but lequues immediate lepaiis to pievent the

once attained prominence, and images of Lakulisha are 
found donn to this day m Rajputana, Gujrat, Malwa, Ben- 
gal and the Deccan In hair dressing a Lakulisha image, 
exactly resembles that of a Tirthankaia, hence, some mis- 
take it for the latter It is seated lu parfirioRrtTia and has 
two hands, holding m the left one, a staff (Lakula) fiom 
winch the image came to be so called, and citi on in the right 
which IS usually found m one of the two middle hands of a 
Shiva Ti imurti Eitliex* a Nandi is found below the image 
or a Sadhu witli matted hair standing on either side Lakii- 
lisha is believed to be %iidhva-retas (one whose vital fluid 
flows upwards) Therefore, its characteristic Urdhva- 
medhra is always distinct on the image We find a cha- 
racteristic discription of this image m Vishvakaiinavatam 
Vastii Sastram in the w ords — 

“Lakuhsam-urdhva-niedliram padmasana-susamsllutam, 
Dakshine maluhngam cha vamc dandam prakirtitam ' 
A brief mention of some tenets of this sect is found m the 
Sanadaiahanasangraha of Madliava, but detailed lefer- 
t-iices are met with m ancient insciiptions and rifAuit 
Parana, etc In ancient India this sect had .a large fol- 
lowing but perhaps no votanes of the sect are found at 
present. 
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possibly be regarded as an image of a Ta-thankara 
as we do not find iiaces of the palms of the hands 
on the soles of the feet, but on the contrary there are traces 
of a staff held in the left hand, a characteristic of Lakulisha 
Another characteristic, its being Urdhva-Medhra, is also 
distinct On the freize abme the lintel is seen Shiva hank- 
ed by Braluna and Vishnu on right and left respectuely, 
all the deities of the trinity riding on their respective ^ehl 
cles, some of which have been destroyed The interior 
and lower portion of the door of the sanctum, are burned 
under debris The ceiling of the shrme, originally domed, 
IS gone exposing the hollow inner cave of the spire On 
some of the large stones of the basement, we find inscrip- 
tions in 12th century characters, eg, (1) Keshava, (2) 
Kedarputra Madana. • 


Close to this shrme aie found the remains of three 
other temples The one nearest to the temnle of Shi\a 
must have been one of the finest mediaeval shnnes in 
Malwa The portion that remains, is a part of the manda 
pa and consists of four elegantly caived pillars belonging 
to about the 13th century and supnoiting souare biackets 
on which are placed lintels A sJioj-t nilJar stands on the 
top of each pillar which m its tuin supports a squaie 
bracket-capital 


Close to the ruins of this mandapa we find two large 
rectangular platforms, wnich aie evidently plintlis of 
temples Modi or Maudi apoeais to have been a village 
or town of imnortance during the days of Paianaara rule 

varma II (A D 1256 61 V S 1313-18) dated V S 1314 
(1257 AD ) foimd here has been lemoved to the Museum 
at Indore 


Another inscription foimd at Modi (now preseived in 
the Indore Museum) records in Sanskrit metre a eulog> 
of the Paramara rulers of Malwa four of whom Inve been 
mentioned therein, \iz, Vainsunha II, Siyaka, Munja and 
Smdhuraja It refers to the defeat; of the lliiims and has 
De^anagaii charactei of the tenth century. 
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Close to this gioup of temples there is a modein shrine 
of Devi suirounded bj earthen walls to winch hundieds 
of images and fiagnients of sciilptuies belonging to old 
temples have been afiuced Almost all of them have some 
coating of veimilion Standing against the wall is a veiw’ 
fine and life-si7e imago of nude Bhaiiava beaim" a gailand 
of skulls and holding a scimilai and a human skull in his 
right and left hands lespeetnely We find his \ehieie dog, 
standing to lus left Two iniago<5 of Jlaliishamaidini and 
a cuiious figuie of a waiiioi \/ith two hands, one liolding 
a dagger and the olhei a shield besides the sculDtiiie of a 
Toiana, aie worthy of note A goddess, seated on a horse 
and holding a bow, au aiiow and a cition in tluee of hei 
four hands, is seen in tlie cential nidi while the side aiclies 
are occupied by gnndkarias bearing chauris and having 
tails caught by alhgatois in then mouths One may also 
note the images of Vaiaha, Shi\aduiga, Vishnu on Gaiuda 
etc., on the spot Two panels beanng images of Shiva 
as Tnpuraii and Shna standing, with foui hands, which 
evidently foimed lowoi pai*U of dooi jambs at some time, 
have been built into the sides of the enhance Some moie 
sculptuies lepiesentmg Vishnu, Brahman:, Ganesha, Ka- 
mndhenu and Sheshashayin weie foimd m a modem temple 
of Rama m the village 

Among the numeious sculptines at Modi the figiues of 
K.alpsv 1 iksha and Ivaniadhenu deserves senaiato notice 
The figure of Kalpaviikslw, found on the eaithen walls 
surrounding the modern shiine of Devi, lenresents a ties 
rising out of a loimd ma«:o"iy enclosuio and the bu^t of a 
hum.an figure among its blanches Two human figuics, 
too much mutilated to be lecognised, aio seated one 
on each side of the tiiink while the pedestal is 
occupied b\ the nine phnets (Navagralns) The image of 
Knmadhenu consiats of a cow adoinccl with a necklace, 
suckling hei calf and having m fioiit a laistd recepl icle 
containing lound b ills (modaAas)

Navali (Ehanpura — Tlie table land or pla- 

teau at the foot of \^l«ch Bhanpura lies is thickly studded 
with ancient remains and sho\ss ample sipns of having 
been at one time a thickly populated localitj of ancient 
Malwa Remains of two ancient temples are MSible, one 
of which IS the temple of Nandikeshv ara close to the large 
stopped ^\ell at the aoiilhern end of the village The temple 
was partly rebuilt at some htoi date when all old mateiials 
such as door-frames, etc, veio utilised ns far ns possible 
The wnririapa has disappeared long ago, but the sanctum 
remains, though the iippei part of the thtUiaTa Ins col 
lapsed The dooi of the ottrbhagrtha is plain but old In- 
side it we find several images, one of which is a fine 
representation of Shiv.a with Par\ati on his lap, seated on 
a bull statant The hngani of Nandikeshvarn is octagonnl 
at tlie bottom and round at the top A door jamb of 
marble or >\hite limestone, bearing exceptionally rich carv- 
ing, is lying behind the temple on the ton step of the well 
Two complete door frames of stone and the lintel of an- 
other, built in the walls of the stenned well evidently be- 
long to the temple of Nandikeshvaia, as on the jambs of 
each IS found an attendant of Shiva (Sliavagana) with 
the peculiar mace in hand in which the knob is made of a 
human skull {khatvanga) The lintel of the gateway 
on, the left beais three niches with images of Brahma 
Surya and Vishnu, fiom the left to the right, while in the 
one on the right, four armed figures of Shiva and standing 
females are seen m the centie and side niches respectivelj 
A large slab of stone, probably the can of one of the tM- 
heate domes of the mandavo. oi the garbhagriha and beai 
mg a huge lotus on its top, is lying near the entrance to 
the temple A small figure of a seated Swetamban Jina 
18 found in the wall of the well 


Of the second temple, at tlie eastern end of the vilhge, 
only the core is left, as all the dressed stones of tlie exterioi 
have been carried away The roof of the sanctum is in 
tact The core of the temple is const! ucted of laige un 
dressed stones, without any mortal, whicli aie kept in tlieir 
position, after the removal of tlie facing, by lieaps of debns 
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fallen against the base of the walls. A fine image of 
Vishnu with three attendants standing on each side has 
been propped up in front of the door. The figure lias 
lost all hands and only traces of the mace arc visible near 
the left ami.

Nihav \r (Khalojrion Poroaiw) standi 

on Iho bank of tlip river JCarmadi and lies at a distance 
of twelve miles from the Hardi Station on the Great Indian 
Peninsula Pailv'-nv Kinnwar appears to be a place of 
considenb’c antiquitj as it is mentioned bj the Arab tra- 
veller, A1 nmini, and setms to have b^en one of the im 
portant fords for the trade routes from the western coun- 
try to Korthem India Isimavvar contains two exquisite- 
carved temples, one finished and another unfinished, 
none of which is Inter m date than the 10th centurj AD 
Tlvc finished temple of Siddhanatha or Siddheshvara is one 
of the most imnortant ancient monuments of India It 
stands right on th<’ lK»nk of the river and has lieen built 
on a massive platform of stone Being situated n a 
Hindu State, worship is earned on jn an elaborate scale 
m this temple and various modeni buildings have been 
built dose bv The temple consists of a parVftaariha and 
a niancfrtpa in front Tlic mandapa, open on three sides 
and built of bluish sandstone, appcii's to )>e a later sddi 
tion The uarbhuijrtha with its shtkhnra is built of beau- 
tiful vellovvish grej sandstone A modem structure add 
cd on the top of the m«H<f«jw provides access to the cham 
her immediatel} above the ffurbftaynfin With the excep 
tion of this addition, this marvellous temple has not suffer 
cd an) damage or structural alteration during the last 
hundred jears that have elapsed, since its construction. 
There are three projections on three sides of the garbha^ 
gnha which faces the west and on whicli side the mundQT>^ 
has been built Tlvere arc five recessed comers, each 
beating five Ncrtical rows of mmialure temples one above 
the other, between the projection at the liack of the mam 
shrine and the side one-. TIic nrojcction on three sides 
of the garbhagrihu is well as tint in fioiit support four 
slightlv inclined rulgcs winch are covered with 
window patterns from the ton ronure of ihr gaiWiagnho. 
up to the awufa^tt which crowns the *=1!?/ ftttia The carv 
vng on the gaThhagitho. resembles that on the Kandana 
temple at Khajiiraho and as botli temples belong practical 
Jy to the same penod the points of resemblance between 
them are worth noting There is a Jme of Kirtunukhas 
in the string courses on the plinth of this temple Over 
this, at a slightly higher level, we find a row of niches 
carved in relief on a plain band running just over the level 
of the string courses Seated divine or scmi divine figures 
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are represented in these niclics. As in the Kahnjuralio 
temples, there is a row of tall divine or lay figures, over 
this which attract the attention of the visitor immediatey 
by their synimetrj’ and bold execution. There are ninety- 
nine such figures in the Siddhanntha temple. Of all the 
figures the predominating one is that of a male standing 
under a niche with a bull couchant on liis left and holding 
a three-hooded snake and a Kamandcln in his right hand 
and a trident in his upper left while the lower one is in 
the posture of blessing, It is, thei'eforG, evident that 
such figures arc images of Siva-ganas and point to the fact 
tliat it is a Shaiva temple. 

Among the rest the following are noteworthy: — 

(a) Several figures of females ivith tw’o or four 
hands holding a three-lieaded snake and a 
Kawaiulnfu m the right hands and a trident m 
the upper left while the lower left is in the posture 
of blessing. In some figmes a coucliaut bull is 
also seen near the left foot. 

(b) A fine but mutilated image of Shiva with six- 
teen hands, in the Tandava dance. 

(c) Images of Brahma as well as Bialimnni stand- 
ing, holding sacrificial laddie and a iosary in 
their left hands with a book and a KamandaUi 
in the right ones. In one figuie of Bralinia, tlie 
iwok IS carved very vividlj’ showing the folds of 
the cloth wrapped round it and the string with 
whidi it is bound. 

(d) A fine image of Shiva w’lth sixteen anns, step- 
ping to the right and killing the demon Andhaka 
who IS pinned in on tlie Indent held by the god 
m two of his hands. Four small figuies and a 
pteUi are seen to ttie light of the main figure 
which lies in the niche on the sonthein side of tlie 
garbhagriha. 

(g) a fine image of Bhairava holding a shield in one 
of his left hands and a liuman head m the lowei 
one, and, standing on a prostrate male figuie. the 
implements m the n^t hand not being v isible. 
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(f) A standing figure a female \Mth four hands 
holding an clcpliaiit goad and a humandahi in 
one of her left and right hands respcctiveli, ac 
companied by an elcpliant couclnnt on the left 
the implements in her remaining hands are not 
visible 

(g) A nicel> executed image of Mahisli imardini 
i\ith sixteen Iiands, pinning domi the buffalo de- 
mon (llahishasura), a ith a trident 

A projection in front of the thtUata i e just o\er the 
viandapa is similar to the one in the Alahakalesln ara 
temple at Makla A fine large chaitya ^vindow with a 
fringe of mangoes hsMng in the centre a niche containing 
a male figure, appears to be modem 

The mandapa is built cntireli of bluish red sandstone 
and appears to ha\ c been constructed about a ccnlurj after 
the main ahnne We find \er> graceful carvings on four 
small pillars and their capitals vvhicli support the open 
porches on three sides of the square vxandapa These 
pillars support four lintels on which rests i trabeate dome 
covered on the inside with dehcatel> carved pendentives 
which remind one of the fine marble work m similar «mall 
domes of tlie Jam temples at Dalwara on Mount Abu 
There are benches w ithout bad rests on both sides of each 
of the porches The viandapu itself is supported b> two 
pillars m front of the antarala and ten small pillais four 
on eacli side and two m front The piUars bear high 
niches on the sides exposed to new, which contam stand 
mg figures of Si^aganas eacli of whom lias a bull couchant 
near his feet With the exception of the porches, the m 
terspaces between the smaller pillars of the mandapa are 
filled with finely carved pierced stone work {jali) The 
capitals of one of tlie pillars are square bracket shaped on 
each arm of which a sprawling pana has been carved 
There are eight square bosses on these lintels wluch bear 
niches containing divine figures in the centre and an at 
tendant on each side The s<iuare frames of Imtels sup 
Dort another large Imtel at the north and south ends v hid 
are covered with a bizarre arabesque pattern on tlie hot 
tom (wluch reminds one of sunilar work at Aisikeie m tlic 
■Mjsore State) On the east and west there arc two other 
blabs over this fram** which bears mnumerable niche^. on 
the inner side but no carvmg at the bottom Over these 
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four beams there is an octagonal frame foimed by cutting 
off the comers of the square fiame b> means of lintels 
laid across The space in tlicsc comers is occupied by 
tnangulir pane’s containing huge hotnnuUias Over the 
octagonal frame is a sivteon-sided frame on wlucli the con- 
centric courecs of the tiabcatc dome begin The dome is 
an elaborate structure, co\eied inlh lous of lotus petals 
and pendentiiGS, uhicli arc partly supported on sixteen 
stone brackets, caixed to icprescnt female figures A long 
and delicateh carved pendent Iiangs from the bottom of 
the top stone of the dome The loof of the antarala bears 
fve inverted fullj blossomed lotus llovsers and the door 
way leading to the interior is elaboiatoly carved, being 
exactly similar to the door frame of the unfinished temple 
described below. Tlie Imtol is divided into nine niches 
each flanked b> two round pilasters The foul on tlic left 
contain images of Biahmani, Moheshvari, Kartikcjani 
and Vaishnavi, while those on the right are occupied by 
Varalu, Indrani, Chamunda and Jfaliadevi. We find in 
the central niche an image of Shiva witli four hands bear- 
ing Vina in two and a damarii as well as a skull cup in 
the remaining ones, while below lus seat is depicted a 
bull couchant Tliere is also an image of Ganesa below 
the lintel under a beautifully carved pi ejecting roof 

On three sides of the •utandapa below the level of the 
benches there is a beautiful carv'ed dado consisting of lows 
of niches containing t^vo horizontal bands of carvings Tlie 
lower band measures 8” in height and consists of a row 
of niches alternated with sunken panels The niches con- 
tain seated male or female figures and the sunken panels 
bear dancing figunnes The main dado over this is 2’ 2” 
in height and contains niches alternated wnth sunken 
panels Female figures 1' 7” in. height aie renresented 
in the sunlcen panels while the niches bear figures in vari- 
ous postures 

In the niandapa and its porches, tlie following figures 
deserve snecial notice — 

(1) lamgc of Braluna with usual implements (south- 
eastern comer of the wall of the mam wmidapa) 

(2) Image of Brahmani with four heads foui Iiands 
and her xaliana goose (inside a niche m the 
eastern pillars of the soutliem porch)

the westem pillar m the same porch) 

(4) Image of Vaishiiavi, dancing with Garuda to hei 
left, and all hands and heads broken (western 
face of the same porch) 

(5) An uncertain figure of a male with a serpent 
hood behind his head — probably a representation 
of Naga Ananta — standing near a man lying on 
his stomach and holding a dagger and a thunder- 
bolt in his left Itands and a shield in the upper 
right while the lower is broken (western f'lce 
of tlie south western comer) 

(6) Image of Ganesha with six hands, dancing 
(southern side of the western oorch) 

(7) A standing image of Varuna with four hands 
in the left holding a noose and a rosary and a 
lotus and a hamandalu in his right ones with the 
head of a makara to the right of the feet (west 
em face of the north west comer) 

(8) Image of Indrani dancing with an elenhant cou- 
chant to her right, two of her hands are m jnana- 
m'udra, the remaining right holding a kanuindalu 
(under the western pillar of the north oorch) 

(9) Image of Chamunda with six hands, two in 
■namudra, the left ones holding a tndent and a 
damani, and one of the right a liuman head the 
remaining right broken, but oossibly olaced on 
the lip to indicate surprise (northern face of the 

eastern mlHr of the same oorch)

The nnfarnla Ins two large pilasters in front, earned 
out of bluish red sandstone Its roof is formed b} fae 
slabs, having in\ertc<l lotus f1ox\crs earned on the lower 
surface The jambs of the elaborate doon^ny lending 
from the nniarala to the parWipri/m contain nine diiTerent 
bands of caning, on the first and last of whicli vc ha^e a 
meandering creeper pattern A single row of flying figures 
enclosed withm a double row of lotus petals is caned on 
the second band from the inside, ^^hlle the next consists 
of a fine pilaster with a boss in the centre of the shaft, 
caned to represent a ohata with foingc luinging from the 
four comers Can mgs of cork-screw’ patterns bearing 
rosettes are seen on the shaft below the boss, wliilc there 
IS a vertical band of lotus lca\c$ on each sido of the 
pilaster. Tlie next row on the other side of the door-way 
consists of a single line of huimn figures with clasped 
hands, while we notice anotlicr band with a meandering 
creeper pattern on tlie off sides of tlic doonvay Botli 
jambs contain figures standing on brackets supported by

has been, divided into fi\c compartments, the central one 
being a semi-circular projection covered with ornamental 
foliage Tho bas-relief in tlie panel on the left represents 
a man playing on a flute, two men dancing, and to the 
Tight two men pla>ang on drums A similar bas-rchef 
IS to be formed in the space on the left- 

The garbhao^^xi is a plain square cell wifcli four 
brackets at the four comers and two on eacli of tlie tliree 
walls to support tho square frame of the roof Each of 
these biackets issues from the mouth of a viakara The 
comer brackets have two arms with sprawlmg ganas on 
the lowei face Tlie square frame bears three bands of 
carving (1) creepei with KirttmtiUias (2 S) lotus petals 
and rosettes 0\er the square frame is another octagonal 
frame with three bands of carving — (1) knrtmitkhas 
and ornamental foliage, (2) ktrUmukhas and (8) lotus 
petals In the tnangular space in the comei*s formed by 
this octagonal frame, we find large but beautifully carved 
/ irttmiikhas In front of tlie anfarala and on two sides, 
large mounds of earth cover the carvings on the string 
courses, proving incidentally tliat the temple w'as never 
completed Tliey aie the remnants of the ramps of earth 
built to drag up heavy blocks of stone which were never 
lemoved 
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POLADONGAR. 

POLADONG.VR (Garoth Paraaiui ) ; — The small low hill 
called Poladongar lies at a distance of about a mile from 
the metalled road from Garoth to Bolin. It is three miles 
from Bolia and eight from Garoth. The excavations on this 
hill consist of one largo and a number of small caves. Tlie 
larger excavation faces the south and consists of a porch, 
an antarairt and a large room %vith a chaitya in llie centre. 
To the west of this chaitya hall isa mona.stcry with a court- 
yard in the centre with rows of cells on three sides. The 
remaining e.xcavations lie at a distance of two hundred 
yards to the cast of the chaitya caves. 

The chaitya cave has three openings in front, a long 
narrow door and two windows of the same pattern, one 
on each side. Mortice holes for wooden window frames 
are still visible in front of eacli window. The porch, a 
long hall without carving, measures 21' 2" by T 0". A 
door in the back wall of the main gate just opposite to the 
main entrance leads into the antarala or passage between 
the porch and the chaitya hall. The roof of the antaraia 
is supported by four pillars tapering towards the top, two 
on each side. Tlie pillars support arch-shaped 
ridges and the roof of the antarala as well as the 
porch is vaulted, but the space between the pillars 
and the rock of the sides lias a plain and flat roof. 
The main or chaitya hall is roughly semi-circular and has 
a chaitya in the centre measuring 14’ in height from tlie 
floor of the hall and 8’ in diameter. It stands on a pedes- 
tal 10’ square. Round the chaitya is the usual path of 
circumambulation. The entire liall is devoid of ornamen- 
tation except the roof of the antarala which bears a double 
row of round beads along the edge of the barrel- 
vault-shaped roof. 

To the east of this chaitya cave is anothex* monastery. 
The roof of the square hall in tlie centre has collapsed, but 
two of the pillars, which supportetl the roof, are still stand- 
ing. Tliere are three cells on, eacli side of this square 
hall viz., right, left and front. Like cave No. 3 at Pan- 
dulena near Nasik and the Vihara caves at Karle and 
Bhaja near Poona, there was probably a veranda in front. 
To the left of the chaitya cave is the doorway of a cave 
which lias collapsed. Owr the door is seen a small votive

stupa cut in lelief which is ■\eiy difHecult to recognise, as 
pious villagers have coated it with a verj thick cnist of 
vermilion 

To the east of the cJiaitya cave there aie seveial e\- 
cavations along the face of the hill of which only two aie 
noteworthy The fiist of these appeal's to have been an- 
other vihara There is a veranda in fiont with a single 
door in the centi e and a window on each side Another 
dooi in the centre of the badv wall leads to the interior and 
has a window on cadi side The roof of the central hall 
was supported b> two massive pillars w luch have collapsed 
and brought do'wn the loof also There is a small chamber 
to the right of the innei cave and most probably there was 
a similar chamber to the left The second exciivatioii to 
the west of this cat, e, i e , between tlie ca\ e and the chaitya 
liall, appeals to be partly unhnished The front is plain 
and two pillars support tlie loof In the right hand corner 
are foiuid two small rooms in the form a gnomon Theie 
are several small and unimportant excavations on the face 
of the lull These caves aie perfectly plain Ornamenta- 
tion IS to be noticed only on the sliafts of tlie collapsed 
pillars of the smaller vthara caves which are fluted and 
have round capitals like the pilhis in cave No 1 at Ele- 
plianta 
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PURA GILANA 

Pdra-Gilana (Sunel Pargana) — On the road irojn 
Bolia to Kothadi there is a small village called Pura Gilam 
which once possessed an ancient Jam temple of the eleventli 
or twelfth century A D on the margin of a tank The tank 
itself IS nearly dry and of the temple one door-jamb and 
some images are left, four of which described below have 
been transferred to the Indore Museum The first image 
probably represents the parents of Mahavira, the twenty- 
fourth Tirlhankara The second represents Parshvanatha 
standmg with a life size attendant on his left and a host 
of minor attendant figurines on the jsedestal Besides 
these there are two images of a Shasana-devi named Ma 
hantanka, each bearing on the pedestal an inscription which 
records the dedication of an image by a lady named Eupini 
Both images represent a goddess with four hands seated 
ori a throne with one leg drawn up In one of her nght 
hands she holds a child and below her is a lion couchant. 
Close to the tank, a number of images and fragments have 
been collected under a tiee eg, the lower part of a Jina 
the upper part of a Vishnu, the upper part of a Surya and 
fragments from the back slab of a colossal Jam image 
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RAJOR. 

Rajor (Kaunod Pargana) : — ^The small ■village of 
Rajor lies on the river Naimada at a distance of five to six 
miles do^vll stream from Nemawar. This place is of some 
ardiaeological impoi-tance, as it once contained an ancient 
temple, but the only part that now remains of it is the core 
of the garbhaariha. ^ The carvings of the facing and the 
vtandapa have disappeared entirely. There are fragments 
of several images including the top of the back-slab of a 
Jain image and an image of Vishnvi or Surya inside the 
garbhagr^ha. 
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SANDHARA. 

Sandhara (Bhanpura Parpana) — The piospeious 
village of Sandhara is situated at a distance of three miles 
from the old military road from Neemuch to Jhalarapatan 
It is a large straggling- village a portion of which is new 
Fragments of ancient sculptuie aie very numerous at this 
place and the place must have been one of great importance 
before the Mnhomedan conquest The remains at San- 
dhara fall into three well defined and distinct groups, vi2 
(a) temples not rebuilt at some latei date, (b) ancient 
temples rebuilt latterly, and (c) Mahomedan monuments 

The monuments pertaining to the first sub divsiion are 
very few m number Tlie temple of Vishnu called Cha- 
turbhujnatha and a Jam temple known ?s Tamboli-ka- 
mandir are of this category The temple of Chaturbhuj- 
natha stands at one extremitj of the village m front of the 
castle of the Thakur of Dhavli, a vassal of His Highness 
the Mahaiaja Holkar This temple is surrounded by a 
stone wall in which a number of ancient sculptures have 
been built An old door-frame of stone provided the only 
entrance to this enclosure The frame must have belong- 
ed to a Vishnu temple as we find Vishnu seated on Garuda 
m the centre of the door lintel The jambs are elabo- 
rately ornamented but belong to two different dooi frames 

The intenor of the mandapa and the parhliapnha are 
intact but a large portion of the original structure seems 
to have perished The only door of the mandapa is nchl> 
ornamented with a pattern which is peculiar to this part 
of Malwa as it is not met wth outside this locality The 
jambs are carved to represent a short but elegant and 
slender pilaster emerging from the top of a niche, uitU 
aertical bands of arabesque pattern foliage or rosettes m 
the back ground Tlie lintel consists of a projecting cor- 
nice from one jamb to another bearing ornamental devices 
along its edge with a narrow band below it which has 
niches in sunken nanels at the extremities as well as in the 
centre Similar door-frames are found at Kulvdesh\ar in 
the Indore Stale and at Vaiklieda in the Jaora State 

Tlie mandapa rests on twelve pillars bearing six domes 
on them. The domes in the centre, i e those which stand 
in a line with the door of the mandapa as well as the 
parhhagnha, are trebealc in form and are minutelj caned 
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to represent rows of pendontives. We find windows of 
pierced stone or jali work in front and on the sides, and 
the floor is paved with stone. The door leading from the 
WGJicfflpn to the shrine is also carved but the ornamenta- 
tion is not so ricli as on. Uic door of the nmndapa. Tlie 
three niches on the lintel of this door are occupied by 
images of Brahma, Vishnu and Shiva as Lakulisha (in the 
centre). Tlie intezdor of the sanctum is plain and con- 
tains an ancient altar on whicli an image of Vishnu has 
been placed. The face of the image, however, has been 
newly carved thus mutilating wliatevor remained of the 
original head, Tlie presence of an image of Lakulisha in. 
the centre of the lintel of the door-frame probably indi- 
cates tliat originally this temple was dedicated to Shiva. 
Tlie dome over tliis chamber is also trabeate. No trace 
^vhatsoever remains of the shikhara of this temple but the 
enclosure is strevm over with old carved stones and the 
outer facing of the walls of the garhhagriha, as well as the 
vwndapcL contains several well-carved lintels and door 
jambs. The compound wall, too, is mostly built of dress- 
ed and carved stones man>' of which seem to have belonged 
to the spire. 

The other ancient temple at Sandhara called Tamboli- 
ka-mandir is a Jain temple of which nothing is visible 
from the outside. The facing and the shikhara have col- 
lapsed and have been carted away long ago ; but the inter- 
ior with its exquisitely canred pillars, is intact. The 
temple is almost surrounded on all sides by the houses of 
the village which act as supports to the sides and have 
mainly been instrumental in preserving this temple from 
■fixrther decay, ft consists of a farge vianditpa and" a smaiT 
cell behind it which is the garbhagriha. Four beautiful 
stone pillars, bearing cmciform capitals with figures of 
ganas sprawling on each arm, support the roof of the 
mandapa. 

Of the temples which have been partly rebuilt at a 
later date, the Jain temples at Sandhara are the most im- 
portant. These are dedicated to Adinatha or Rishabha- 
deva, the first Tirtliankara. Both belong to the Digam- 
bara community and regular worship is carried on daily. 


The larger temple of Adinatha, the older of these two, 
has the level of the pavement around it ten to fifteen feet 
below* the surrounding ground. The temple is situated in 
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a courtyard surrounded by a row of arched openings on 
Uiree sides and a plain ^\all on the fourth The temple 
itself consists of a pordi on four pillars m fiont on the 
eastern face Behind this i>orch is a veranda on eight 
pillars On the south it projects beyond the south v all of 
the mandapa and on the north falls shoit of the north wall 
of the same The roof of the porch and the portion of 
the veranda immediately in fiont of entrance to the 
mandapa, is trabeate and carved to represent rows of pen 
dentives, 

A Imtel of this veranda bears bas-reliefs on three sides 
representing scenes from the Eamayana and must have 
originally belonged to a Vaishnava temple On the front 
or eastern face of the lintel the has relief represents Nara 
yana lying on the snake Ananta in the centre with figures 
of men or gods on either side Of the figures on the jiglit 
which have become indistinct, only one probably lakshmi 
facing Narayana is visible On the left also a figure fac- 
ing Narayana is Imeeling with hands clasped m adoration 
To the leh of this, four human figures seated in a row and 
the last one on horseback represent the vaiious incamd- 
tions of Vishnu 

The bas relief on the bottom of this Imtel represents 
several incidents of the Eamayana but unfortunately all 
of them cannot be identified The bas relief begins from 
the left with Havana’s fight with Jatayu the monster bird 
who was Dasharatha’s friend Eavana is kneeling on a 
chariot with Sita seated by his side while Jatayu is attaclc- 
ing Eavana with open beak To the right of the chanot 
Rama is seen shooting the demon Manclia who assumed 
the form of a golden deer to lure Rama away from his Jiut 
in the forest Further to the right is the representation 
of the forcible abduction of Sita from her sylvan abode In 
front of this figure is to be seen the four faced human 
being probably representing Uie ten faced Ra\ ana fighting 
with Rama’s armj of monkejs To the right of the 
monkej s a man throvi ing some missile at Rav ana, may be 
Rama or Lakshmana To the right of this scene two men 
on the left are attacking another witli daggers, the third 
man holding a bow is apparently one of the divane brothers 
On the extreme left the bas relief represents Sita seated 
in the Ashoka grove guarded by a she-demon Tlio bas- 
rehef at the bad', similarly represents other scenes from 
the Ramaynna 
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A fine old door in the vrest wall of the \eranda leads 
to the nmiidnixt The fiame of tins door has fifi:nres of 
Ganga and Yamuna on tlic jarabs Tlie 7?ia»idapa rests 
on SL\lecn pilhrs m cacli row. The central four pillars 
are fmcl> carved and support a trabeate roof overhead 
Tlie sanctum is divided into three cells with an old altar 
or throne running along the back wall of oaclu The old 
dooi frame of the central cell boars on its jarabs figures 
of Ganga and Yamuna with a male standing on the ofT-side 
of cacli Numerous broken images, both Hindu and Jam 
and fragments of sculpture liavc been built into the walls 
of tins temple 

The othei Jam temple is also dedicated to Adinatlia 
Cl Kishabliade; a nnd belongs to the Digambara sect Its 
ihmensions arc verj modest in comparison with the other 
one The compound is \ ery narrow. A door in tlie back 
or v\est wall of the veranda provides access to the mendapa 
whicli has a door on tlie cast, north and south sides Tlie 
north and south walls open on the compound vvluch is se- 
parated from tlie portion to the east of the varanda by a 
partition The second or western portion of the com- 
pound has novr been converted mto an ordiard into vvludi 
the side doors of the ‘tnandapa open Tlie shrine consists 
of a long narrow room divided into three parts with se- 
parate doorways in each case It seems tliat the temple 
has been entirely rebuilt from materials belonging to older 
temples Most of the door frames of stone are old and 
bear excellent carving of the madiaeval period A num- 
ber of Hmdu images are stuck in the walls of this temple. 


The images enthionsd at present are for tlie most part 
hiodern and fitted with eyes made of precious atones The 
oaly specimen important from the point of iconography is 
a small obelisk-shaped miniature slmne known as Meru 
It IS in fact a square immature temple with a conical roof. 
There are two pilasters on eacli face supporting a torana, 
just below the edge of the cornice The space between the 
pillars on each face is divided mto a number of small ob- 
long panels each contauung a seated oi standing Jina figu- 
rme. 


Mahomedvn buildings wortlii of note .arc veil few. 
Outside the village is a very fine idgah, evidently of the 
period of the independent Khiljx Sultans of Malwa On the 
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other side tlicrc is a email maitjul coNcred ^\ith excellent 
camng. It was converted into a storehouse for wood or 
fodder, which caught fire ncctdcntally ^Mlh the result that 
•most of the carving has turned into friable shale and is 
fast fiaking aw ny.

TAKHAJI OR TAKSHAKESHVARA 

Takiuji or TAKSHAKESHVARA (Bhanpura Pargana) 
Three miles north of Navali is the shnne of Takshake- 
shvara, locally known as Takkajt Kunda There is a huge 
fissure in the plateau into which the waters of a small nver 
fall in a cascade and accumulate at the bottom m a beauti 
ful deep blue pool full of fishes The shnne stands at one 
end of this fissure m the rock which gradually widens into 
a valley and the water from the little lake or pool flows 
in a meandenng stream down this valley The water 
fall over the pool is fully 200 feet m height and presents a 
magnificent sight dunng the rainy season Colonel James 
Tod who visited Takhaji m December 1821 was charmed 
by the natural scenery fat the spot. * 

The temple of Takshakeshvara is a modem erection, 
but remains of a more anaent temple are visible m it The 
modem temple consists of two square cells built near each 
other, one containing a Shiva Ixnga and the other an image 
of Takhsakeshvara Takshaka is standing under a seven 
headed serpent canop> with an attendant figunne on each 
side It has two hands and holds n round object like a 
mango in its right hand while in the left we find a small 
cup Images of Takshaka are very rare m India There 
are two small images in front of the plain cell containing 
the image of Takshaka, of which one is that of a gana or 
dwarf and the second that of Dhanvantan, the divine phy- 
flicnn Tlie second image represents a short curly haired 
male standing with a cobra in his left hand and a well- 
filled bag m his right

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THAROD. 

' Thaeod (Managa Pargana) : — ^The village of Tharod 
?tands at a distance of about 6 miles from the ancient city 
)f Mandasor. It is noted for the tomb of a Mahomedan 
saint whose name seems to have escaped from the memory 
of the modem inhabitants of the place. The tomb is con- 
structed of sculptures obtained from Hindu temples and 
lies under a giant banyan grove which has spread its 
branches over a very large area. It seems to have been 
in the mediaeval period the site of a Hindu temple, the 
ruins of ^Yhich were utilised at several places, the tomb 
being one of them. Outside the grove a large number of 
sculptures and stones, once parts of a trabeate dome of a 
vnwndapay are lying on a platform on which several soft 
stones have been erected. 
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UN. 

Un (Segaon Pargana) — The large township of Un in 
the southern part of the Indore State lies 10 miles to the 
west of IChargone which is 42 miles from the nearest Rail 
way Staiton Sanawad (B B C I Ry ) and is connected 
■with it by a metalled road Un is reached by an excel- 
lent metalled road from Khar^one The majonty of monu- 
ments at Un have been well-maintained \vith the exception 
of two or three ■which have been partly demolished Except 
Khajuraho in Central India, there is no other place in 
Northern India where so many ancient temples are still to 
be found intact Tlie carvings on the temples at Un are 
shghtlv less elaborate than those on the celebrated temples 
at Khajuraho but m all other respects they would compare 
very favourably with the Khajuraho group 

Like the Khajuraho group the temples of Un fall into 
two broad divisions » the Hindu temples and the Jam tern 
pies The Hindu temples are larger in number but in 
point of technique there is very little difference between 
the two groups 

The largest and most elaborately carved temple is 
called the Chaubara Dera, a mediaeval Hindu structure 
consisting of a tnandapa with a large porch m front on the 
east and t>vo small ones on the sides On the door lead 
mg to the tnandapa from the front porch, we find the re- 
presentation of Shiva and the seven mothers Tlie exqui- 
sitely carved porch reminds one from its style of the larger 
Sas bahu-temple on Gwalior hill In the mandapa four 
round and carved pillars support four large stone lintels 
which in their turn support the dome which is carved 
elaborately in the style of that of the famous temples of 
Vastupala Tejahpala at Delvada on Mount Abu The 
carving on the roof of the mandapa outside the dome con- 
sists of small pendentivcs The door leading into the 
shnne from the mandapa has an elaborately carved hntel 
representing Ganesha, Brahma, Shi%a, Vishnu and Sara 
s\ati from left to right This doorwaj leads into a small 
passage on the northern wall of which are to be found the 
sarpabandha Inscription and two short records Similar 
grammatical serpentine inscriptions in a better state of 
preservatiorv. are found in the Kamal-Maula mosque known 
os Bhojoshnla at Dhar, and on the back side of the Onka- 
rcsh\am temple close to that of MnhakaJa at UJ/ain, both 
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belonging to the roign of the Paramara pnnco Udn>adit>a 
(1059-1081 AD ). The sarjmbandha at Un is a much 
smaller affair compared ^Mlh that of Dhar. Tlie De\a 
Nagan alphabet and some of the conjugational terms ha\e 
been combined on the body of a single serpent, while the 
squares formed by the conventional coils of its body con- 
tain the twenty-five principal consonants consisting of the 
five ^argas. The sibilants and the aspirate occupy the 
I’ght sloping limb and semi-vowcls the left Anw^taxi 
and three visargas, TJpadhmani>a, Juhamiiliva and Visar- 
jani^a, are found on the portions of the body between these 
two limbs The tail has been reserved for conjugational 
terminations, some of which, specialb portions of the pie- 
sent tense Parasmaipada and Atmanipedn terminations, 
are still visible Incidentally this peculiar inscription 
proves that the temple on the walls of which the record is 
incised, was used m those days as a school for >oung boys 
leaiTimg Sansknt Of the two short inscriptions to the 
left of the 9crpabandha, one is grammatical and the other 
a short verse, which, liKe that on the pillar m the Bhoja- 
ahala, mentions King Udnyadilja, llie Painnmra iiiince of 
Malwa, who is knowm, to have been living in 1081 AD 
(V S 1037) from the Udaipur Prashasti At the other 
end of this passage is another elaborately caiwed dooi which 
bears the seven divine mothers with Shiva in the centre, 
all dancing This dooi has been filled up with masnory 
The portion of the dome of the garbhagriha, which is still 
existing, bears some erotic scenes Over this there are 
four square cells one above the other diminishing in size 
as they approach the top 

The ground around tins temple is partly paved, por- 
tions of which have been ripped up Some time ago an 
officer of the State excavated the gixiund to the soutli east 
of the mam porch when some old foundations and several 
laige Jama images were discovered One of these colossi 
IS inscribed accoiding to which in V S 1182 or 1192 
corresponding to 1125 oi 1135 AD, the imige was erected 
by a Jam acharya named Ratankirti (Ratna kirti) 

To the noilh of the C/«t«5om Dera there is a small 
temple of Shiva, the fiont poich and the viandnva of which 
have also disapueared Over the door of the p'lssage 
leading into the sanctum from the ntnndapa we find the 
images of the seven mothers with Shiva plajing on the 
ludiin Ijre (Vina) 
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To the north of this is a large temple of Shi%a called 
Mahakaleshvara The manda'pa of this temple has 
collapsed leaving the porch on the south The plan of 
this temple is the same as that of the Chatibara Dera The 
collapse of the dome has exposed the interior of the shikltara 
where we find two trabeate arches over the space between 
the mandapa and the garbhagnha and a similar arch o%er 
the inner door of the sanctum. The stjle of construction 
is the same as that of the great temple of Konch near 
Tikan in the Gaya District of Bihar and Ons^a There 
is a headless bull in the now onen mandapa and the pas 
sage from it to the sanctum has niches in the wall which 
contam images of Brahma and Shi\a The mandapa of 
this temple was probabI> the largest in Un, of which the 
only remains are three huge bases of pillars which sup 
ported the dome The skithara is badli cracked and the 
sides of the sanctum are bulging out In three niches on 
three sides of the sanctum are the images of Chamunda, 
Natesha and Tnpuran 

To the north west of this temple is a Hindu temple 
with a JIahomedan dome ©ler it This is the temple of 
Ballalesh^ara This temple of Shiva had collapsed but 
was rebuilt in some later age when a round dome was 
built m place of the shtfhara The jambs and hotels of 
the door leading to the shnne and the lower parts of its 
wall are old There is a defaced inscription in ^er> late 
Nagan characters on the outer wall of the sanctum to the 
nght of the door- 

Inside the modem village stands a beautifullj carved 
temple of Shiva, called Nilakanthe^hvam. The mandapa 
has disappeared entirelv and in plice of the porches on the 
three sides of it the pnests have built little huts The 
top of the s7tt7 Tiara 'h’is coBansed and a portion of the same 
in front has disappeared The lintel of the front door of 
the passage leading from the mandapa into the oarbhagnha 
is broken and is supported b> two small store pillars evi 
dcntl> belonging to the porclics of the mandnTyi TJie 
jambs and lintels of the two doors in the passage in front 
of the sanctum are finelj caned and one of the lintels 
bears the representation of Shiva danang with the seven 
divine mothers The sanctum contains an ancient Urtgtu 
In front of it smeral mediaeval images of Hindu deities 
are scattered about, sucJi as \ ishnu, Surj-a, the boar incar- 
nation {Vorah-avatara) and I*arvati The niches oa the 
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outside of the sunctum contain images of Chamunda, Na- 
tesha and Tnpui*an. 

Close to Nilkanthcsluara is a small underground 
temple of Shivn allied Guptcshiara The shrine, of which 
orlj a small underground chamber remains, must liave 
been originally beloii the ground le\el, as the level of the 
floor of the oarhhagrxha. is about 30 feet below the level 
of the floor of the sanctum in the temple of Nilkanthe- 
shvara The shikhara has disappeared. The ground in 
front of the garhhagnha is paved with stone and this 
pavement most probably indicates that there was a small 
wondapa in front The walls of the sanctum are partly 
underground The temple contains a hnga which is 
worshipped. 

Close to the temple of Gupteshvara and by the side 
of the road leading from Khargone to Un is another temple 
of Shiva called Mahakaloshvara No II The vxayidapa in 
front has disappeared but the larger portion of the shikhara 
18 still standing The top lias disappeared, and there is 
a huge rent m it m front which reveals the method of 
its const! uction There is a trabeate arch over the door 
of the sanctum and three diambers superimposed over the 
ga.rhhagrxha Tlie lower part of the shxkhara has bulged 
out and this temple is very badly in need of repairs. 

On proceeding from the Khargone-Un load towards 
the Chaubaia Dera, we find a large Jain temple known as 
^a.halO'Avar-ka-Dera or Chaubara Deia No 2, which in 
spite of the loss of its shikkam still remains one of the 
most beautiful monuments at Un There is a very large 
porch in front of the mandapa with an extension in its 
centre, but no porches on tlie sides The mandapa con- 
sists of a square chamber vvitli 8 pillars in the middle sup- 
porting a round dome Theie aie four doors in the man^ 
dajui one of which lends to the sanctum, those on the east 
and VN est open on steps leading outside and tlie remaining 
one leads to tlie mandapa m front The sanctum is roof- 
le'?'; ISno standing Digambaia Jain images, Ijing uncar- 
cd foi in the temples, have been tiansfeiied bj the Cuiatoi 
to the Museum at Indoie The laigei one, that of the 
Tirthankara Shantinatha, beais an inscription on the pe- 
destal recording its dedication on the 7th day of the bright 
hilf of the month of Magha in sanuat 1242 (1185 AD), 
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At a distance from this Jam temple across the road 
lies the second Jam temple This is now called Goale- 
shvara because Goalas or cowherds take shelter -nithin it 
during inclement weather With the exception of a por- 
tion of the amalaf a and the crest-jewel {ckt(damani) the 
temple is almost oerfect The plan is similar to that of 
the Jam Chaubara Dera descnbed m the preceding para- 
graph, wnth the exceotion of the porch in front The 
mandaxia is sauare and has four doors three of which lead 
outside and the remaining one to the intenor The outer 
cover of the roofing of the mandapa has disappeared The 
level of the floor of the garhhagriha is about ten feet be- 
low tliat of the mandapa and one has to go down a senes 
of stens Inside the sanctum three huge Digambara Jam 
images stand almost unmutilated in a row on the pedestal 
The central one is the biggest and measures twelve and a 
half feet in height The images at the sides bear short 
\otive inscriptions that on the pedestal of the image to the 
left of the huge central figure records its dedication on the 
33th da> of the bright half of the month of Jyesthu in 
eanixat 1263 (AD 1206) There are senes of short 
steps along the back, wall of the sanctum, on both sides of 
the group of images which were used b> the pnests when 
the> bathed or annomted the images Similar steps are 
to be found on the sides of the huge image of Kishabha* 
dera at Khajuraho and Gimar 

So far no inscriptions ha\e been found m any of the 
temples at Un wnth the exception of the single \erse and 
grammatical record in the Chaubara Dera No 1 and the 
defaced inscription in the temple of Ballaleshvara It 
therefore quite possible that inscriptions recording the 
dedication of some of these temples maj be discoi’Ct®^ 
when the heaps of debns in and around th^ temples arc 
excavated In style, all of them present great affinity to 
each other and they appear to have been erected in the 
eleventh and twelfth centunes of the Christian Era 

The group at Un is b> far the largest in the countiy 
to the south of the Narmada Tins great group of Brahma- 
meal and Jam temples goes to prove the influence of the 
Nagara • type of temple arclutocture in Khandesh and 

• For detailed jnforrnation regirding the Nagara type 
of temple architecture see Prof R- P Banaerji’a excellent 
paper, “The distribution, of the Nagara typo of temples

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Jraharashtrn. Here we notice in the majority of cases 
that the temple consists of a garhhagrlha and a mandapa 
but never more than one. There is no carved path of 
pradahshina and the lines of the outline of skikhara are 
perfectly straight. Among the temples the best preserved 
fihikharas are those of Goalcshvara, Nilkantheshvara and 
the Mahakaleshvara. As in the Khanjuralio group small 
miniature shikbaras are found on the shikhams of roost 
of the temples. In all these, the angles of the shtkhara 
are perfectly straight lines and nowhere do we find the 
straight curv'aturc of the Kmidaiya temple at Khajiiraho 
or the Siddhanatha temple at Nimawar. The Un temples 
formed in one respect, the beginning of a separate class 
among the monuments of this style in that they have rec- 
tangular o(itbhaanlin,-i much smaller in dimension llian 
the maniUipas which arc of three classes, (a) small porch 
on four or six pillars, (b) an open hall supported by a 
larger number of pillars and (c) a largo enclosed mandapa 
with openings in the front and on the sides.

VlTIIALPUiLV (Bhannura pargana) — There is an old 
temple of Mahade\a m the small hamlet of VitlialDura to 
the left of the cart track from Kohila to Bhanpura It 
collapsed 'vbout fift> %ears ago and the materials -were 
utilised as far as possible in rebuilding the temnie In 
front of this shrine there is a small porch on tuo old pil- 
lars and the door frame is also old It has the figures of 
Gang^ and "iamuna on the right and left jambs and la 
richlj caned A niche m the centre of the Imtel contains 
a seated figure of Ganesha On the left wall of the temple 
itself there is a fine tablet bearing a sunken panel '^nth

Tins State also possesses some \ciy old and interest-

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NEUiMISMATICS 

The State Treasury contains several thousand old 
coins in gold, silver and copper wliicli arc being examined 
and classified by tlie Curator of the Slate Museum. After 
the classification is over, it is hoped that the coin-cabinets 
of the State ^Museum will contain the most important, and 
perhaps the largest, collection of ancient and mediaeval 
Indian coins in Central India and Rajputana. 
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EPIGRAPHY. 


A larpe portion of the dominions of IIis Highness the 
Malmi‘nj'1 Ilolhar fomns part of the ancient land of Jlaltta 
o\er which numeicus djTiasties m the clieqiieied histoiy of 
Inan have held sv,ay fiom time to time Tlie antiquity 
of the hinlava country, tlie land of Vikiama and Bhoja, 
Kalidasa and Varaha Mihira, goes far back to the centuries 
pieccding tht* Christian era Abundance of water and 
fertility of the land coupled with its congenial climate has 
evei been a particulai source of attraction to rulers of 
diffeient parts of India, a fact avhich has evidently result- 
ed in making this countiy a centre of civilisation and cul- 
ture from veiy early times Tlie Indoie State is, there 
fore, naturally \ery rich m old records on stone and metal 
but the latter being transferable, are not found in such 
abundance as the former It js hoped that these old re- 
cords will be hereafter brought to light 


Some effoit to collect transcripts of certain mscup- 
tions was made in the first decade of the cui*rent centuij 
when the compilation of the State Gazetteer was in pro- 
gress But it is to be regretted that the transcriptions 
prcp'ired then are not traceable at present Thus it v. ould 
appear that the laboui, done m the past, has not been fruit- 
ful and a regular epigraphical survey of the State 
IS yet a desideratum But it is gratifying to note 
that this long felt want is being supplied to an appreciable 
extent by the appointment of a Curator of the State 
BTuseum, who tours in certain parts of the State, gets im 
pressions and estampages of stone inscriDtions and copper- 
plate grants prepared by mechanical process and writes 
notes on the records discovered Tims we have numei 
ous old and important inscriotional records now being 
brought to light Almost all inscriptions a list of which 
IS given below, are those recorded in the office of the Cura 
tor It IS hoped that m about a decade there wll be in the 
Museum of the Indore State a very large and useful record 
of all available mscnptional naateiial on stone and metal, 
which, really constitutes a very valuable source of informa 
tion by its bearing on contemporary history and thereby 
enables a senous student of the subject to reconstruct the 
history of this part of the country 
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Our present knowledge is related to the inscriptionj* 
extant at Barkheda, Bhanpura, Bolia, Cliainpura, Chand- 
wasa, Garoth, Katkiit, Kanjarda, Kliargono, ICliadaoda, 
Kedareshvara temple (six miles from Rampura), Kohala, 
Jilaheshwar, Modi, Nemawar, Oklila, Rampura, Satklieda 
and Oon, details of which arc given in the accompanying 
list

There are many buildings in this State possessing 
architectuTTl or historical importance, both State and pri- 
vate owned, the more important ones being enumerated 
below — 


A — ^Temples 


I Indore — 

(1) /ndreshitiar Tc7nple — 

An ancient temple dedicated to Shiva and reputed to 
be the oldest in the City with which its name has all along 
been intimately associated 

(2) Harsiddht Temple — 

A shnne sacred to Goddess Durga built m the time of 
His Highness Maharaja Han Hao Holkar, its ongin being 
ascribed to a dream pointing out that an idol would be 
found in a neighbounng tank which should be taken out 
and consecrated in a temple 

(3) Gopal Vandtr (1832) — 

A lofty imposing temple to the right of the Old Palace 
With, a big central hall ilanked by stupendous pillnrs sup- 
porting tlie massive and elaboratel> decoiated loof It 
15 dedicated to Shn Kiishni and was built bj Kxishna Bai 
Saheba, the widow of His Highness Mahirija Yashwant 
Rao Holkar I at a cost of eiglil> thousand rupees 

(4) Pandhaiinath Temple — 

A shnne dedicated to Vishnu built in the heart of tjie 
City dunng the reign of His Higiiness Maharaja MaJhar 
Rao Folkar II 

(5) Jatn Temple — 

A double-storej ed stiucture m the usual Jam stjle, 
ha\ing a three-storej ed gateway built some eight> \eais 
ago in the Shukkar Bazai at a cost of over o lakhs 


II Ntmar 


Ghats at Maheslmar — • 
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A pictmcsquc pile of buildings situated on the north- 
cm bank of the Narbada constructed dunng the last de- 
cade of the 18th century dunnjr the time of Devi Ahiba 
Bai, a\hosc palace still stands there as a most conspicuous 
specimen of old Hindu aicbitocture These y/mfs comprise 
a most specious and highly finished flight of stone steps 
leading to the river with adjoining temples dedicated to 
her memory. 


B — Palaces 


I Ind-ore, 

(1) Juno. Rajiiada ot the Old Palace (1811-1833) 

A lofty and imposing stnictuic in the very heart of 
the City wth a magnificent seven-storejed gateivav m 
front, having been originally built m the time of IIis High- 
ness Waharaja hlalhar Rao Holkar II (1811-S3) at a cost 
of over four lakhs of rupees Its o'ctreme lengtli is 318*^ 
feet and extreme breadth 232 feet It is the chief pahee. 
containing a temple of the family deity and the pcddi 
the Holkars All the official and religious funci-KU'> of 
the State are held here 

(2) SulhntXLas Palace (1883) 

A shaded summei retieat with a teiraced loof situal' 
ed on the Bhamorj tank, seven miles to the soutli-vest of 
thp City, with a gaiden possessed of wild and irregular 
beauty laid out on the bund of the tank m r glade foimed 
by large overhanging trees whose brandies interlace each 
other and add to the charm of the surrounding scenery 
The lake contains sei eral kinds of fish which are daily fed 
undei orders of His Highness It wrs built bj His High- 
ness Maharaja Shnaji Kao Holkar when he was hcir- 
apparent and cost nearly sixty thousand rupees 


(3) Haua Maliol (1884) 


A lovely structuie planned m the classic st>le with 
terraced roof, overhanging balconies and latticed windows, 
and constructed on a high mound (some fiie miles to the 
south-west of the City) surrounded by wild and romantic 
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natural sconen lending: an aerial charm to the biiildingr 
It -was built bj His Highness Maharaja Shuaji Eao HoIKar 
at a cost of nearh a Hkli of rupees 

(4) Lo.1 Bank Palace 

This building was onginallj constiucled b> His High- 
ness Mahaiaja Shuaji Rao Holkai about the earb nineties 
of the last centurj to ser\e as a small gaiden house It 
is situated in a beautiful and extensive garden on the left 
bank of a tnbutarj of the rivoi IChan During the mino- 
iity of His Highness the Maharaja Tukoji Rao HI this 
building w as remodelled and extended This work of ex- 
tension was earned on bv His Highness after he assumed 
ruling poweis Finally in the veai 1921 the woik of de- 
corating and furnishing this building was entrusetd to 
Mr Bemaid Tiiggs, FRIBA 

Tlie building now piesenls on the outside the appeai- 
ance of a grand Italnn. Villa Many of its piivote and 
public rooms have been decoiated and fuimshed m tho 
style of some of Uie famous looms m the Rojnl Palace at 
Verseilles near Pans It ma> well be said that the build- 
ing now fulb deserves to be called the Pnncipal Pahee at 
Indore 

(5) Shtia Vilas Palace (1894) 

A huge pile built in the Fndo classic stjle neai the Old 
Palace during the reign of His Highness Maharaja Shivaji 
Rao Holkar at a cost of ovei foiu laklis It is sunounded 
bj a high wall, its mam fcatuie being an ornamental 
garden, sunk into the gioiind and appioached bj two flights 
of steps divided bj a water cascade of beautiful design 

(6) Mamk Bao Palace (1909) 

A double-stoieved '^tiuctuie built lu the Jacobean 
•^tvle amidst a well wooded gaiden about a mile from the 
Cjtv as a 1 ‘e'ariencp fni TTis Highness Mahaiaja Tukoji Rao 
IIolk<ar III at a co&t of neailj two and a ha’f lakhs Its 
f-xtemal facing is of red and while stone and the loof is 
CO ered wUh glazed Mangalore tiles Its peculiar fca'uio 
IS a water towci of stale’ oimcnsion 
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(7) Vaakrcant Nttias Pahcc (1907) 

A double-atorejcd structure in mixed Hindu and 
English stjle, -with tii'o nnguHi cupohs m front, built in 
Tukoginj, a growing suburb of the Citv, diinng the mmo- 
ntv of His Highness Slalmrajn Tukoji Kao Holkar III at 
a cost of nearlj a lakh of lupocs, and meant onginaII> as 
the Minister’s oflicial residence, but converted into a palace 
on the birth of the present Maharaja after whose name it 
has since come to be known 

(8) lialamandal Kothi 

A double-atore> od building standing upon a terrace, 
all of hewn stone, 2, GOO feet above sea level, on the Rala- 
mandal hill about seven miles from tlie City in the midst of 
a game preserve, built as a shtkar Jiousc or a summer 
retreat by Hts Highness Maharaja Sivaji Rao Holkar at 
a cost of over sixt> five thousand rupees

(9) MandUshwar Kotht 

A double stoiejed structuie built very many jears 
ago amidst charming surroundings on the bank of the 
Narbada with a river frontage measuring 195^4 bj 140 
feet 


(10) Banoaha — Dm yao Mahal (1897) 

A huge pile of buildings (1849 X 7314 feet) built 
amidst extremeb picturesque suiioimdings along the bank 
of the Choral, a tributary of the Naibada, by His Highness 
Maharaja Shivaji Rao Holkai at a cost of foui and a 
quarter lakhs A beautifully laid out gai*deii with summer 
houses and conservations revelling in graceful palms and 
other exotics, runs along its whole length on the river side 

(11) Narmada Palace (1897) 

A double-storeyed structure, with ternced roof and 
measuring 112 by 97 feet, btult by His Highness Maharaja 
Shivaj: Rao Holkar on the bank of the Narmada at a cost 
exceeding one and a quarter lakhs Its situation is very 
picturesque. 
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C— Other Buildings 

A double-stoned structure m the classic style, with a 
large central hall and two smnDer halls, all the three 
flanked on both sides by lecture rooms, built b> His High- 
ness Maharaja Shivaji Bao Holkar on flic out skirts of 
the city in memory of his illustnous father The College 
has extensive play-grounds, a Phjsics and a Chemistry 
Isboralorj and considerable hostel and other residential 
accommodation, in all costing about three lakhs of rupees 

A spacious and commodious double-stoned structure 
(popularly called the New Molt Bungalow ) built amidst 
beautiful and open surroundings by Hia Highness Jtaharaja 
Shivaji Bao Holkar for the locatiofi of all the Secretariat 
Offices at a cost of over one and a half lakhs 

An imposing and graceful structine in Indo-Gothit 
style (popularly known as "Ghanta Ghar" or the Clock 
Tower) design^ and built bj Mr Stevens a well known 
architect of Bombay, during the leign of His Highness 
Maharaja TukojiRao Holkar III at a cost of over two and 
half lakhs It u dressed in white Seoni stone with an 
arch and four-faced clock tower in front, ami a terraced 
toof (with minarets and cupolas in Rajput style) over a 
large hall affording seating accommodation for Rs 2,000 
persons, its ceiling being made of plnster of Pans witJi 
decorations in gold and the flooring being made by white 
and black marble 

A large and spacious stone structure designed b> 
Messra Charles Stevens A Co of Bombay and situated on 
an open site near the railway station, liaving a terraced 
roof with white stone minarets of Moghal style, named 
after Her Highness Maharam Varansi Bai Saheba. consort 
of Highness Maharaja Shivaji Rao Holkar, in whose 
memory it was built at a cost of over « lakh and a half, 
its special feature being a fountain in the central square 
added to it afterwards by Her Highness the present Senior 
Dowager Maharam Chandrawati Bai Saheba. 

A handsome and imposing fire proof stone structure 
having four central domes and double facades, both east 
and west designed by Messrs Charles Stevens i. Co pf 
Bombay in Indian style, with floors and roof m flat port-

A beautiful edifice with, a tovrering dome built on the If 
right bank of the Khan river (opposite the Krishoapura 
cWmfris) over the ashes of Shrimant Snrdar Chimnaji Rao 
Appa Seheb Bolia and completed in 1858 at a cost of yearly 
two lakhs. 

In addition to the above, there are a number of 
chhatris of deceased members of the Holkar family and 
of other high personages, situated at Chhatri Bagh and 
other places in the Indore City and also at various ether 
places within and outside the State. 

Besides the above, there are a number of graves of 
Europeans and Anglo-Indians scattered about in the State 
and dflssified for administrative purposes as follows, m: 

(a) Tombs of archaeolc^c.vl and liistorical interest; 

(b) Tombs of Officers of the British Government; 

(c) Tombs of pereons employed by tho State with 
the eanclion of the Government of India, and 

(d) Tombs of private persons including those of 
members of the families of persons who would 
themselves fall underclasses (h) and (e). 

Of these, tombs of classes (c) and (d) are maintained by 
the State and as r^arda (a) and (b) tfae cost of ^eir 
repairs is paid by the Government of India.
